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INTRODUCTION 
Method  of  Numbering 

Each  descendant  is  assigned  a  number  that  completely  identifies  his 
heredity  and  his  relation  to  other  descendants. 

In  the  system  employed,  the  number  of  figures  in  each  person's  number 
corresponds  to  the  generation  after  the  first  known  ancestor.  For  example, 
a  person  with  the  number  365  is  i n  the  third  generation,  while  one  with 
the  number  36531  is  in  the  fifth  generation. 

Each  figure  in  the  number  represents  the  family  order  of  the  ancestor 
in  each  generation.  Thus,  365  refers  to  the  fifth  child  of  the  6th  child 
of  the  third  child  of  the  first  ancestor.  T7hen  there  are  more  than  9 
children,  the  subsequent  numbers  are  put  in  parentheses,  thus  (10)  or  (11) 
in  order  to  avoid  confusion  with  numbers  in  the  next  generation.  The  rela¬ 
tionship  of  persons  in  the  same  generation  is  shown  directly  by  their 
numbers.  If  all  figures  in  two  numbers  are  the  same  except  the  last,  for 
example  36531  and  36534 *  the  persons  are  brother  and  sister.  If  all  figures 
are  the  same  up  to  the  second  from  the  last,  for  example  36512  and  36534 * 
the  two  persons  are  first  cousins.  If  they  are  alike  up  to  the  third 
figure  from  the  last,  they  are  second  cousins,  etc. 

Persons  of  different  generations  may  be  identified  by  a  differing 
number  of  figures.  If  all  are  alike  except  the  last  figure  of  the  longer 
number,  for  example  3653  and  36532,  the  latter  person  is  a  child  of  the 
former.  If  all  are  alike  except  the  last  two  of  the  longer  number,  thus 
3651  and  36531*  the  former  is  an  aunt  or  uncle  of  the  latter. 

The  different  connecting  lines  are  numbered  the  same  way,  except  that 
the  first  letter  of  the  family  name  will  precede  the  number,  thus  B  for 
Brumback  (B-125),  F  for  Funkhouscr  (F-125),  and  so  on.

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WHY  YOU  HAVE  A  FAMILY  NAME  AND  WHAT  IT  MEANS 


Primitive  personal  names  doubtless  originated  soon  after  the  invention 
of  spoken  language,  in  the  dark  ages  long  preceding  recorded  history.  For 
thousands  of  years  thereafter  first  or  given  names  were  the  only  designations 
that  men  and  women  bore.;  and  at  the  dawn  of  historic  times,  when  the  world  was 
less  crowded  than  it  is  today  and  every  man  knew  his  neighbor,  one  title  of 
address  was  sufficient.  Only  gradually,  with  the  passing  centuries  and  the  in¬ 
creasing  complexity  of  civilized  society,  did  a  need  arise  for  more  specific 
designations.  While  the  roots  of  our  system  of  family  _  names  may  be  traced  back 
to  early  civilized  times,  actually  the  hereditary  surname  as  we  know  it  today 
dates  from  scarcely  more  than  nine  hundred  years  ago. 


A  surname  is  a  name  added  to  a  baptismal  or  given  name  for  the  purposes 
of  making  it-  more  specific  and  of  indicating  family  relationship  or  descent. 
Classified  according  to  origin,  most  surnames  fall  into  four  general  groups: 
(l)  those  formed  from  the  given  name  of  the  sire;  (2)  those  arising  from 
bodily  or  personal  characteristics;  (3)  those  derived  from  locality  or  place 
of  residence;  and  (4)  those  derived  from  occupation.  It  is  easier  to  under¬ 
stand  the  story  of  the  development  of  our  institution  of  surnames  if  these 
classifications  are  borne  in  mind. 


As  earl:-’' 


is  Biblical  times  certain  distinguishing  appelations  were  oc¬ 
casionally  employed  in  addition  to  the  given  name,  as,  lor  instance,  Joshua 
the  ~on  of  Nun,  Azariah  the  son  of  Nathan,  Judas  of  Galilee,  and  Simon  the 
Zealot.  In  ancient  Greece  a  daughter  was  named  after  her  father,  as  Chryseis, 
daughter  of  Chryses;  and  a  son1 s  name  was  often  an  enlarged  form  of  his 
father's,  as  Hieronymus,  son  of  Hiero.  The  Romans,  with  the  rise  of  their 
civilization,  met  the  need  for  hereditary  designations  by  inventing  a  complex 
svstem  whereby  every  patrician  took  several  names.  None  of  them, however ,  exactly 
corresponded  to  surnames  as  we  know  them,  for  the  "clan  name",  although  heredi¬ 
tary,  was  given  also  to  slaves  and  other  dependents.  This  system  proved  to  be 
but"  a  temporary  innovation;  the  overthrow  of  the  Western  Empire  by  barbarian 
invaders  brought  about  its  end  and  a  reversion  to  the  primitive  custom  of  a 
single  name. 


The  ancient  Scandinavians  and  for  the  most  part  the  Germans  had  only  indi¬ 
vidual  names,  and  there  were  no  family  names,  strictly  speaking,  among  Celts. 

But  as  family  and  tribal  groups  grew'  in  size,  individual  names  became  inadequate 
and  the  need  for  supplementary  designations  began  to  be  felt.  Among  the  first 
employed  were  such  terms  as  the  Hardy,  the  Stern,  the  Dread-in-Battle;  and  the 
nations  of  northern  Europe  soon  adopted  the  practice  of  adding  the  father's 
name  to  the  son's,  as  Oscar  son  of  Carnuth  and  Derraid  son  of  Duthno. 


True  surnames  in  the  sense  of  hereditary  appellations,  date  in  England 
from  about  the  year  1000.  Largely  they  were  introduced  from  Normandy,  although 
there  are  records  of  Saxon  surnames  prior  to  the  Norman  conquest.  During  the 
reign  of  Edward,  the  Confessor  (1042-lo66)  there  were  Saxon  tenants  in  Suffolk 
bearing  such  names  as  Suert  Mag no,  Stigand  Soror,  and  Leuric  Hobbes une  (Hobson); 
and  the  Domesday  record  of  1085-1086,  which  exhibits  some  curious  combinations 
of  Saxon  forenames  with  Norman  family  names,  shows  surnames  in  still  more 
general  use.  By  the  end  of  the  twelfth  century  hereditary  names  had  become 
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common  in  England.  But  even  by  1465  they  were  not  universal.  During  the 
reivn  of  Edward  V  a  law  was  passed  to  compel  certain  Irish  outlaws  to  adopt 
surnames!  ’’They  shall  take  unto  them  a  Surname,  oitnor  oj_  some  Town,  or  some 
Colour,  as  Blacke  or  Brown,  or  some  Art  or  Science,  as  Smyth  or  Carpenter,  or 
some  Office,  as  Cooke  or  Butler."  And  as  late  as  the  beginning  of  the 
nineteenth  century  a  similar  decree  compelled  Jews  in  Germany  and  Austria  to 
add  a  German  surname  to  the  single  names  that  they  had  previously  used. 

As  stated  above,  family  names  fall  into  four  general  classes  according 
to  their  origin.  One  of  these  classes  comprises  surnames  derived  from  the 
given  name  of  the  father.  Such  names  were  formed  by  adding  a  prefix  or  suf¬ 
fix  denoting  either  "son  of  »  or  a  diminutive.  English  names  terminating  in 
son  (or  the  contraction  _s),  ing,  and  kin  are  of  this  type,  as  are  also  the 
innumerable  names  prefixed  with  the  Gaelic  Mac,  the  Norman  Fitz ,  tne  Irish  0, 
and  the  T  clsh  an.  *  Thus  the  sons  of  John  became  Johnsons;  the  sons  of  '  illiam, 
Lilliamsons  or  bllsons;  the  sons  of  Richard,  Richardsons  or  Richardses;  the 
sons  of  Neill,  MacNeills;  the  sons  of  Herbert,  FitzHorbcrts;  the  sons  of  Reilly, 
O'Reillys;  and  the  sons  of  Thomas,  ap  Thomases  (an  has  been  dropped  from  many 
names'  of  which  it  was  formerly  a  part).  There  are  also  German,  Netherlandish, 
Scandinavian,  and  other  European  surnames  of  similar  formation,  such  as  the 
Scandinavian  names  ending  in  sen. 

Another  class  of  surnames,  those  arising  from  some  bodily  or  personal 
characteristic  of  their  first  bearer,  apparently  grew  out  of  what  were  in  the 
first  instance  nicknames.  Thus  Peter  the  strong  became  Peter  Strong,  Roger  of 
small  stature  became  Roger  Little  or  Roger  Small,  and  black-haired  Lilli am  or^ 
blond  Alfred  became  Lilli. mm  Black  or  Alfred  Lhite.  A  few  examples  oi  names  of 
this  type  are  Long,  Short,  Hardy,  iso.  Good,  Gladman  and  Lover. 

A  third  class  of  family  names,  and  perhaps  the  largest  of  all,  is  that 
comprising  local  surnames — names  derived  from  and  originally  designating  the 
place  of  residence  of  the  bearer.  Such  names  were  employed  in  France  at  an 
early  date  and  were  introduced  into  England  by  the  Normans,  many  of  whom  were 
known  by  the  titles  of  their  estates.  The  surnames  adopted  by  the  nobility 
were  chiefly  of  this  type,  being  used  with  the  particles  de,  do  la,  or  del 
(meaning  "of"  or  "of  the").  The  Saxo rr  equivalent  was  the  word  atte  ("at  the"), 
found  in  such  names  as  John  atte  Brook,  Edmund  atte  Lane,  and  william,  atte 
Bourne.  A  vestige  of  this  usage  survives  in  the  names  Atwell,  Atwood,  and  Atwater; 
in  other  cases  the  Norman  de  was  substituted;  ana  in  still  others,  such  as  Lood, 
Briggs,  and  Lane,  the  particle  was  dropped.  The' surnames  of  some  of  the  Pilgrim 
Fathers  illustrate  place  designations.  Linthroo,  for  instance,  means  "of  the 
friendly  village";  Endicott,  "an  end  cottage";  and  Bradford,  "a- broad  ford". 

The  suffixes  "ford",  "ham",  "Icy",  and  "ton",  denoting  locality,  are  of 
frequent  occurrence  in  such  English  names  as  Ashiord,  Bingham,  Burley,  and  Norton, 

Commencing  about  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confessor  a  fourth  class  of  sur¬ 
names  arose — names  derived  from  occupation.  The  earliest  01  these  seem  to  have 
been- official  names,  such  as  Bishop,  Mayor,  Alderman,  Reeve,  Sheriff,  Chamber- 
lain,  Chaplain,  Deacon,  Marshall,  Sumner  (suamoner),  and  Parker  (park-keeper). 
Trade  and  craft  names,  although  of  the  same  general  type,  were  a  slightly  later 
development.  Currier  was  a  dresser  of  skins,  "ebster  a  weaver,  Uainwright  a 
wagonbuilder ,  and  Baxter  a  baker.  Such  names  as  Smith,  T.aylor,  Barber,  Shepherd, 
Mason  and  Miller  are  self-explanatory. 
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Some  surnames  of  today  which  scorn  to  defy  classification  or  explanation 
are  corruptions  of  ancient  forms  that  have  become  disguised  almost  beyond 
recognition.  For  instance,  Trouble fie Id  was  originally  Tuber villc,  Wrinch 
was  Rons haw,  Digglcs  was  Douglas,  and  Berrycloth  were  Barraclough.  Such 
corruptions  of  family  names,  resulting  from  ignorance  of  spelling,  variations 
in  pronunciation,  or  merely  from  the  preference  of  the  bearer,  tend  to  baffle 
both  the  genealogist  and  the  etymologist,  Shakespeare*  s  name  is  found  in  some 
twenty-seven  different  forms,  and  the  majority  of  English  and  Anglo-American 
surnames  have,  in  their  history,  appeared  in  four  to  a  dozen  or  more  variant 
spellings. 

In  the  United  States  a  greater  variety  of  family  names  exists  than  any¬ 
where  else  in  the  world.  Surnames  of  every  race  and  nation  arc  represented.

in,  brought  to  this  country  by  scions  of  families  that  had  borne 
names  for  generations  prior  to  emigration,  many  others  have  come  from 
central  and  southern  Europe  and  the  Slavic  countries,  where  the  use  oi  sur¬ 
names  is  generally  a  more  recently  established  practice.  Some  families  had 
no  fixed  surname  until  after  their  arrival  in  America]  and  in  some  cases 
emigrants  from  continental  Europe  or  their  descendants  have  translated  or 
otherwise  modified  their  names.  These  factors  contribute  to  the  di±ficulties 
encountered  by  students  of  etymology  and  family  history. 


Those  Americans  who  oossess  old  and  honored  names — who  trace  their  surnames

across  the  seas  and  Into  the 


mists  of  antiquity— may  be  rightfully  proud  of  their  heritage.  While  the  name, 
in  its  origin,  may  seem  ingenious,  humble,  surprising,  or  matter-of-fact,  its 
significance  today  lies  not  in  a  literal  interpretation  of  its  initial  meaning 
but  in  the  many  things  that  have  happened  to  it  since  it  first  came  into  use. 

In  the  beginning  it  was  only  a  label  to  distinguish  one  John  from  his  neighbor 
John  vjho  lived  across  the  field.  But  soon  it  established,  itself  as  part  of  the 
bearer* s  individuality]  and  as  it  passed  to  his  children,  his  children's 
children,  and  their  children,  it  became  the  symbol  not  of  one  man  but  of  a 
family  and  all  that  that  family  stood  for.  Handed  down  from  generation  to 
generation,  the  surname  grew  inseparably  associated  with  the  achievement,  the 
tradition,  and  the  prestige  of  the  family.  Like  the  coat  of  arms— that  vivid 
symbolization  of  the  name  which  warrior  ancestors  bore  in  battle — the  name  it¬ 
self  has  become  a  badge  of  family  honor.  It  has  become  the  "good  name"  to  bo 
proud  of  and  to  protect  as  onc*s  most  treasured  possession.

(Major  Lawrence  Hamman  enlisted  as  a  private  on  8-11-1861  at  Stras- 
burg ,  Va,,  in  Company  E,  11th  Virginia  Cavalry  Regiment,  known  as 
the  "Potomac  Mounted  Riflemen."  Some  of  the  men  of  his  Company 
were  killed,  others  scattered,  and  he  was  lost  in  the  Allegheny 
mountains  from  November  1862  to  January  1863 5  an  ordeal  that  he 
survived  only  by  eating  wild  nuts  and  berries.  Ho  reenlisted  at 
New  Market  in  the  same  Company  on  1-13-1863.  YJhile  training  new 
recruits  at  ^Bank’s  Fort",  Strasburg,  he  was  captured  on  9-22- 
1864  and  imprisoned  at  Point  Lookout,  Md.  He  was  released  6-27-65 
after  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United  States <,  It 
has  been  said  that  at  one  time  he  was  one  of  Robert  E.  Lee’s 
aides  and  had  a  gun  that  General  Lee  gave  him  when  it  needed  re¬ 
pair. 

Major  Hamman  was  widely  known  as  a  Christian  gentleman,  a  good 
church  member,  generous  both  to  his  church  and  the  poor.  He  did 
not  believe  in  slavery,  and  refused  to  accept  negroes  as  slaves 
when  urged  to  do  so.  He  owned  a  saw  mill  and  cut  the  lumber  to 
rebuild  St.  Stephens  church  after  the  Yankees  had  burned  the 
first  church,  A  friend  of  all  Lutheran  ministers,  he  was  a  close 
companion  to  the  Rev,,  Dr.  Socratese  Hinkle  of  New  Market,  believed 
to  be  the  first,  preacher  to  occupy  the  pulpit  of  St.  Stephens 
church.  His  mother,  Barbara  Baker,  and  Major  John  Henry  Newell's 
grandmother,  Margaret  Baker,  were  sisters  and  daughters  of  Phillip 
Peter  Baker,  Sr.)

(The  late  Andrew  Brumback,  being  of  modest  and  retiring  disposition, 
doubtless  would  have  preferred  that  we  not  mention  anything  about 
his  life.  However,  we  feel  this  information  should  be  uplifting  and 
an  inspiration  to  his  descendants.  Mr.  Brumback  was  always  helping 
the  needy  in  a  quiet  way  and  no  one  else  knew  anything  as  out  it.  He 
married  Henrietta  Catherine  Newell,  the  fifth  child  of  Major  John 
Henry  Newell  of  Strasburg,  Va.  After  her  death  he  married  Virginia 
Compton,  a  school  teacher  and  oldest  child  of  Edward  Howard  Compton. 
Her  father  ivas  one  of  seven  in  General  Pickett's  Regime  no  who  sur¬ 
vived  the  Battle  of  Gettysburg,  Mr.  Brumback,  a  Primitive  Baptist 
and  a  Democrat,  was  faithful  not  only  to  his  church  and  family  but 
to  the  improvement  of  his  community.  He  contributed  substant_ally 
to  the  building  of  t he  Middletown  Agricultural  High  School  anc  other 
community  projects.-  He  was  one  of  the  original  stockholders  and 
also  one"  of  the  first  Directors  of  the  First' National  Bank  of  Stras¬ 
burg,  organized  in  1907.  There  already  was  one  bank  in  Strasburg. 
Its  president,  objecting  to  the  new  bank  and  to  withdrawal  of  ais 
money  to  support  it,  called  him  in  and  informed  him  that  it  was  a 

great"  risk  and  that  he  would  lose  all  his  money.  He  told  Mr.  Everly, 
the  bank’s  president,  that  it  was  his  money  and  that  ii  he  lose  it, 
it  would  be*  his  loss  and  no  one  else's.  He  remained  a  stockholder 
and  a  director  until  his  death  in  1912.  He  owned  not  only  the 
beautiful,  historical  "Belle  Grove"  mansion  and  farm  in  Fredrick 
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County,  14  miles  south  of  Winchester,  on  Highway  11,  but  the  well 
known  Longmeadow  homestead  of  600  acres  in  Warren  County,  3  miles 
south  of  Middletown  and  3  miles  east  of  Strasburg,  where  he  reared 
his  family  and  lived  until  his  death.  To  illustrate  his  taciturn 
nature,  he  bought  and  owned  the  "Belle  Grove"  property  quite  some¬ 
time  before  his  family  was  aware  of  it.  Then  some  child  told  one 
of  his  children  at  school.)

(The  following  is  an  extract  taken  from  an  industrial  magazine, 
March,  1908,  and  used  in  the  Strasburg  Nevis  at  that  time  regard¬ 
ing  one  of  its  native  boys,  James  H.  Baker.  We  are  using  a  few 
excerpts : 

"Mr.  Baker,  who  is  probably  the  best  known  forging  engineer 
in  the  U.S.,  has  opened  an  office  at  316  Fourth  Ave.,  Pittsburgh, 
Pa.,  and  will  do  general  forging  engineering  and  consulting  work. 
He  will  make  an  address  on  ’’Chains  and  Chain  Making”  before  the 
mechanical  section  of  the  Engineers  Society  of  Western,  Pa.,  on 
April  7,  1908.  He  was  born  at  Topnot,  hear  Strasburg,  Va.  His 
father  and  grandfather  were  blacksmiths*  He  learned  all  the 
branches  from  horse  shoeing  to  making  sharp  edge  tools.  He  went 
to  Ohio  and  opened  a  small  shop  but  soon  expanded  it  into  the 
Baker  Wagon  Factory  and  Hardware.  In  1886  he  came  to  Pittsburgh 


s 
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and  with  others  organized  the  Baker  Chain  &  Wagon  Manufacturing 
Co.,  and  made  "Baker”  goods  known  throughout  the  country.  They 
made  large  quantities  of  high  class  2nd  degree  chains  for  the 
U.  3.  Government.  This  factory  finely  consolidated  with  other 
companies.  Next  he  organized  the  Baker  Forge  Company  in  which 
he  developed  and  made  all  the  forgings  for  the  then  rapidly  ex¬ 
panding  pressed  steel  car  industry.  This  Company  was  bought 
later  by  one  of  the  steel  car  interests  and  is  still  perhaps 
the  leading  forge  in  this  line.  Mr.  Baker-  then  with  others 
organized  the  James  H.  Baker  Manufacturing  Company  in  1900, 
which  was  afterwards  combined  with  another  forge  and  named  the 
Solid  Steel  Tool  &  Steel  Company.  On  Dec.  1,  1907,  he  resigned 
the  presidency  to  lay  the  foundation  of  a  new  branch  of  engine¬ 
ering.  During  all  this  time  he  was  a  hard  student  and  has  taken 
out  many  patents  for  improvements  in  various  branches  of  metal 
manufacturing . "

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THE  TWENTY  THIRD  PSALM 


An  original  outline  and  analysis  of  the  Twenty  Third  Psalm 
by  Rev.  Frank  L.  Baker,  Pastor,  Basic  Methodist  Church, 

Wanesboro,  Virginia 


This  Psalm  is  in  reality  a  thing  of  beauty  ana  has  proven. itself 
a  joy  forever.  It  is  perhaps  the  most  familiar .passage  ox  scripture 
to  most  people.  It  is  the  one  most  of  us  memorized  iirst  and  bhe  one 
most  of  us  think  of  in  a  time  of  severe  test  or  crisis. 

From  the  standpoint  of  poetic  beauty  it  has  never  been  surpassed. 
Couched  in  such  simple  language  that  even  children  can  comprenend  ns 
message  yet  it  is  so  profound  in  its  message  that  the  most  learned  may 
dwell  long  at  its  satisfying  fountain. 

However,  our  admiration  for  its  beauty  and  our  familiarity  hi un 
its  words  might  often  keep  us  from  grasping  the  true  message  of  tne . 
Psalm.  There  is  a  hard  core  of  practical  truth  nere  reveale  .  i  is 
the  onilosophy  of  one  who  trusts  and  believes.  Let  us  xnen  look  at  th 
outline  and.*  analysis  of  masterpiece  of  Divine  Revelation. 

I  ■  The  heart  or  »kev»  to  the  Psalm  is  to  be  found  in  the  second 
clause  n^nely  "I  shall  not  want.-  This  is  the  expression  of  a  man  of 
faith/  My- needs  will  all  be  met,  God  will  not  forsake  me.  Oohers  may 
forsake  me,  even  i father  or  mother  but  not  God. 

The  Psalmist  exoressed  this  in  Psalm  37:25  unen  he  said,  "I  have 
been  young,  and  now' am  old;  yet  have  I  not  seen  the  nshtous  lorsaken 
or  his  children  beaming  bread,"  God  seems  to  take  Cere  of  his  o..n, 
all  the  oeoole  who  have  "knocked  at  your  door"  for  help,  how  many  have 
been  vital,"  praying,  sincere  Christian  people?  I  venture  to  say  not  one 

II.  In  the  second  olace  we  nay  seek  for  the  reason  why  the  above 
is  true  "The- Lord  is  mv  Shepherd."  I  follow  His  voice,  I  go  where  he 
wants  m;  to  l  l  deny  myself  in  order- to  follow  Him.  I  remember  that 
the  Shepherd  protects,  guides,  doctors,  provides  for  and  loves  his  sheep 

III.  In  the  third  place  the  writer  with  keen  poetic  skill  names 

a  dozen  thine s  that  he  shall  not  want.  Let  us 'name  them  and  have  faith 
to  believe  that  God  will  supply  our  every  need. 

1,  I  shall  not  want  fo od..  -He  makes  me  to  lie  down  in  green, 
pastures."  More  than  can  be  eaten.  God  does  care  xor  his 
own  in  a  practical  way,  sometimes  by  giving  abundantly  out 
more  often  by  "rebuking  the  devourer"  and  giving  the  daily 

bread. 
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2.  Drink.  I  am  told  that  a  sheep  will  not  drink  from  swift 
water.  There  is  plenty  and  in  a  calm,  quiet  setting. 

3.  Rest.  He  Restoreth  my  soul.  I  have  no  patience  with 
peoole  who  are  so  tired  that  they  must  sleep  in  on  Sunday 
morning.  The  grea.test  rest,  uhe  most  relazing  experience 
is  worship.  To  have  a  worship  experience  is  to  oe  restored 
and  made  ready  to  face  life  again. 

4.  Righteousness.  Paths  that  are  morally  clean,  no  unholy 
thiiig^'are'  there.  The  heartache,  the  shame  and  the  guilt 
of  sin  are  not  there. 

5.  Companionship. '  Thou  are  with  me  though  tested  to  the 
point  'of  death,  but  not  just  there.  With  me  in  trouble 
but  also  in  joy  and  blessing. 

6.  Comfort.  The  rod  and  staff  was  used  daily  by  the  shepherd 
to  protect,  hold,  help  feed  and  generally  bless  the  sneep. 
Spiritually  this  is  true  as  God  deals  with  us. 

7.  Victory.  After  the  battle  is  over  I  have  a  feast  time  of 
rejoicing  while  my  enemy  in  sullen  defeat  look  on. 

S.  Power.  Annointed  with  oil  as  a  king,  signifying  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

9.  Joy.  Too  full  to  hold  any  more.  There  is  more  grace  than 
iry  capacity  to  contain  it. 

10,  Goodness .  "Everybody  is  so  good  to  me,"  the  old  saints  are 
prone  to  say. 

11.  Mercy.  I  can't  complain  as  to  not  having  been  treated 
fairly,  I  don't  deserve  ray  blessings. 

!2 .  Eternal  dwelling.  The  glorious  hope  for  all  followers. 
Companionship,  joy,  care,  etc.  in  the  fullest  sense. 

Let  us  then  make  sure  that  we  have  the  Lord  as  our  Shepherd  know¬ 
ing  that  He  will  take  care  of  His  own  all  the  way.  I  Shall  not  want 
spiritually  or  materially.

A  LATER  RESEARCH 


Later  research  (1956-57)  revealed  that  the  father  of  Jacob  Helsley,  first 
in  our  Helsley  Line,  was  Jacob  (Yernie)  Joshua  Helsley.  His  children  included 
Jacob,  who  married  Mary  Gertrude  Helsel;  Daniel,  who  married  Elizabeth  (Peggy) 
Heltzel;  Colonel  Phillip  Helsley,  who  married  Lizzie  Foltz;  Rebecca  (Becky) 

Helsley,  who  moved  to  Colorado;  and  others. 

This  information  was  verified  by  Daniel's  granddaughter,  Mrs.  Annie  Barrick 
Lindamood,  Edinburg,  Va.  Her  great  grandfather,  Jacob  (Yernie)  Joshua  Helsley, 
made  a  loom  that  she  and  her  mother  used  for  mary  years. 

Miss  Do reus  Dodson,  a  retired  nurse,  granddaughter  of  Colonel  Phillip  Helsley, 
is  now  making  her  home  with  her  niece,  Mrs.  Earl  Bowman,  near  Mt.  Jackson,  Va, 
Colonel  Phillip's  house  is  still  standing  near  Conicville,  Va.  All  three  brothers 
lived,  died  and  were  buried  in  that  community. 

A  letter  written  36  years  ago  in  1920  by  Jacob's  great  granddaughter,  Roxie 
Helsley,  Grafton,  W.  Va.,  now  Mrs.  Lorene  Middleton,  of  Chelan,  Wash.,  to  her 
cousin  Ella  P.  Baker,  Strasburg,  Va.,  granddaughter  of  Jacob  Helsley,  was  found 
in  1956  among  our  old  papers.  Through  it  we  were  able  to  trace  our  great  uncle, 
Nimrod  Helsley' s  lineage  down  to  the  present  day. 

The  name  Helsley  apparently  is  derived  from  the  German  Holzlein,  Halslein, 
or  Hoelzle,  meaning  "a  small  piece  of  wood,"  or  Haelsle,  meaning  "a  small  neck."

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PRESIDENT  AND  MRS.  F.  D.  ROOSEVELT  VISIT  ARTHURDALE,  W.  VA. 


Mr.  and  Mrs.  Earl  Riley  of  Arthurdale,  W.  Va.,  were  leaders  in  their  com¬ 
munity  when  the  Government  organized  a  rehabilitation  project  for  the  disabled 
miners  and  their  families  there.  Mr.  Riley  was  in  charge  of  some  of  the  projects 
and  Mrs.  Riley  was  the  first  President  of  both  the  Womens1  Club  and  the  P.T.A* 

On  Christmas  morning,  1934,  she  and  Mrs.  Roosevelt  carried  gift  packages  to  37 
homes  in  the  community,  each  child  under  2  years  receiving  an  individual  gift. 
Some  of  the  mothers  understandably  were  quite  excited  about  Mrs.  Roosevelt's 
unannounced  visit  to  their  homes. 

Later  in  1937,  when  the  project  became  more  firmly-  established,  the  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Mrs.  Roosevelt  visited  Arthurdale  again.  The  President  drove  by  Mrs. 
Riley's  craft  shop,  and  he  stopped  to  exchange  greetings  with  her.  The 
Roosevelts’  attended  a  celebration  held  that  night  in  the  auditorium,  and  Mr. 
Riley  called  figures  for  the  dances.  Mrs.  Roosevelt  asked  Mr.  Riley  to  dance 
the  "Virginia  Reel"  with  her.  Four  different  radio  stations  recorded  and  broad¬ 
cast  the  event.  After  calling  figures  for  four  hours,  Mr.  Riley  lost  his  voice 
and  apparently  damaged  his  vocal  chords,  for  he  never  has  been  able  to  call 
figures  since.

The  Lord  has  wonderfully  blessed  us  on  this  fine  Easter  Sunday  by  giving 
us  this  beautiful  day  to  celebrate  the  Resurrection  of  Christ . 

My  text  is  taken  from  I  Corinthians,  Chapter  15  and  Verse  19.  If,  in 
this  life  only,  we  have  hope  in  Christ,  we  are  of  all  men  most  miserable. 

This  is  very  well  illustrated  by  his  disciples.  They  had  been  with  Him  for 
three  years.  They  saw  his  miracles,  heard  his  preaching,  and. sat  at  his. feet 
while  He  taught.  Yet  they  misunders tood  and  forsaked  Him.  His  purpooe  in 
coming  was  to  save  men  from  their  sins  and  to  set  up  the  kingdom  of  God,  but 
they  looked  to  Him  as  the  one  that  would  lead  them  to  victory  over  the  hand 
of  the  Roman  Government,  Having  forsaken  Him  and  seen  Him  die,  they  returned 
from  the  cross  of  all  men  most  miserable.  They  saw  in  Him  a  mighty  prophet 
and  a  political  leader.  Still  they  could  not  see  that  it  was  necessary  for 
Him  to  die  that  men  might  live. 

IThen  the  women  went  to  the  tomb  they  were  told  by  an  angel,  "He  is  not 
here;  He  is  risen."-  How  thankful  we  Christians  are  that  the  tomb  was  empty. 

If  He  had  not  risen,  He  would  be  only  as  other  great  men,  but  He  died  for  our 
sins  and  rose  for  our  justification.  Just  as  Christ  rose  from  the. dead. to 
walk  in  newness  of  life,  so  shall  we  likewise  rise  to  be  forever  with  Him, 

Paul  said,  "the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise  first,  and  they  that  live  and  remain 

shall  be  called  up  to  meet  the  Lord  in  the  air,  and  shall  ever  be  with. the 

Lord-."  The  resurrection  is  the  Christian’s  hope.  If  it  wasn’t  for  this  hope, 
we  would  be  most  miserable.  His  disciples  wandered  from  place  to  place  not 
knowing  where  to  go  or  what  to  do  until  Peter  decided  to  return  to  fishing  and 
the  others  elected  to  go  with  him,  Jesus  met  them  on  the  shore  of  Galilee  and 
commissioned  Peter  to  go  feed  his  sheep.  They  again  had  hope  in  Christ  after 
they  knew  that  He  had  risen  from  the  dead  and  was  alive. 

In  St.  Marks,  Chapter  16,  Jesus  had  told  them,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  v»rld 

and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,"  Christ’s  resurrection  is  the  hope 

of  all  the  world.  He  can  look  forward  to  the  time  when  the  angel  will  come  to 
sound  the  trumpet  and  we  can  meet  again.  Christ’s  coming  forth  from  the  tomb 
makes  it  possible  for  mothers,  fathers,  sisters,  brothers,  children,  neighbors 
and  friends  to  meet  again.  That  will  be  a  glorious  time  when  Jesus  comes. 

Paul  said,  "I  pray  to  God  that  your  body,  soul  and  spirit  be  preserved 
blameless  unto  the  coming  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,"  Some  day  God 
will  send  his  angels  to  announce  Christ’s  coming.  Then  there  will  be  a  new 
heaven  and  a  new  earth  wherein  dwelleth  righteousness.

»A  LITTLE  CHILD  SHALL  LEAD  THEM"  -  (Isaiah  -  11:6) 

(As  told  by  Henry  N.  Lewis  (G-13223),  an  over-seas  veteran  of  World  War  I, 
Apple  Pie  Ridge,  Winchester,  Va.) 

In  World  War  I,  following  basic  training,  Henry  Lewis,  together  with  his 
Company,  was  marching  into  a  troop  ship,  ready  to  sail  over-seas.  As  they 
passed  the  Red  Cross  Station,  a  little  6-year-old  girl  was  sitting  there  upon 
a  high  box.  She  waved  goodbye  to  him  and  another  soldier  nearby,  who  was  very 
nervous,  and  said,  "Do  not  fear,  for  God  will  take  care  of  you."  Later,  when 
they  were  stationed  over-seas,  the  Commanding  Officer  called  for  volunteers  to 
carry  out  a  dangerous  mission.  The  timid,  uneasy  soldier  was  among  the  first 
to  volunteer.  The  officer,  knowing  how  nervous  this  man  had  been,  was  aston¬ 
ished.  However,  he  told  the  soldier  what  had  to  be  done.  After  dark,  he  was 
to  crawl  several  miles  through  enemy  lines  to  a  trapped  French  unit  and  pull  a 
communications  wire  through  with  him.  After  messages  were  exchanged,  the  wire 
was  pulled  back  by  the  C.  0.,  and  the  soldier  returned  safely  to  base.  The 
large  French  unit  also  escaped  without  losses.  The  officer  could  not  erase 
from  his  memory  the  surprising  fact  that  it  was  the  timid  soldier  who  volun¬ 
teered  for  such  a  dangerous  mission.  So  he  called  the  soldier  in  and  asked 
what  had  changed  him  so  quickly?  The  soldier  recounted  the  story  of  the  little 
girl  ivho  had  told  him  not  to  fear,  that  God  would  take  care  of  him.  Thanking 
and  dismissing  the  soldier,  the  hard-bitten  C.  0.  sat  silently  thinking  for  a 
long  time  about  how  a  Frenbhunit  was  saved  by  a  small  child  and  what  she  had 
said  to  a  soldier.  This  child,  now  grown,  probably  still  is  living  but  it  is 
doubtful  that  she  remembers  ever  greeting  the  soldier  at  all. 

Surely  a  little  child  shall  lead  them.

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THE  STORMS  OF  LIFE 
Mark  4:35-41 

A  Short  Sermon  by  the  Rev.  Robert  Daniel  Simmons, 

Presbyterian  Minister 

A  small,  boat  was  sailing  across  the  Sea  of  Galilee.  As  it  moved  on, 
bobbing  up  and  down,  the  men  who  were  in  it  could  catch  a  glimpse  of  the 
beauty  of  God*  s  handiwork  which  was  around  them.  From,  the  sea,  the  long 
line  of  paLm  trees  could  be  clearly  seen,  and  the  "Nabk"  or  thorn  tree, 
which  is  never  seen  in  the  higher  plains,  broke  out  along  the  hill  sides  in 
thick  jungles.  On  the  beach,  the  shrubs  of  the  tropical  thorns  fringed  the 
greater  part  of  -  the  line  of  the  shore  and  mingled  with  the  bright  pink  colors 
of  the  Oleander,  which  is  a  poisonous  evergreen  shrub  with  fragrant  white  to 
red  flowers.  Along  the' hillsides,  there  was  an  alteration  of  soft  grassy 
slopes  and  rocky  cliffs,  which  occasionally  broke  away  so  as  to  exhibit  the 
red  and  gray  colors  which  are  so  familiar  in  the  limestone  of  Greece. 

With  this  view  before  us,  we  would  be  inclined  to  say,  "What  a  beautiful 
place,  how  I  would  like  to  be  there  l"  And  yet,  we  are  living  in  the  midst  of 
God_f s' realm  of  nature  and  there  are  times  when  we  have  smooth  sailing.  And 
still,  in  all  of  this,  we  are  often  inclined  to  forget  that  our  Creator  and 
Sustainer  is  right  here  in  the  midst  of  this  universe  with  us.  That  is  what 
happened  to  the  disciples  who  were  in  the  ship.  They  seemed  to  forget  that 
their  Lord,  who  was  responsible  for  this  creation,  was  there  with  them.  And 
instantly,  they  realized  that  a  change  had  suddenly  taken  place,  and  that 
they  were  no  longer  in  a  state  of  serenity,  but  that  a  violent  storm  had  set 
in  upon  them. 

The  surface  of  the  Galilean  Lake  is  682  feet  below  the  level  of  the 
Mediterranean  Sea  and  is  surrounded  with  heights  of  approximately  one  thousand 
feet  except  on  the  North-West  where  they  are  lower  and  less  steep.  Since  the 
great  Mount  Hermon  which  wears  a  snow  cap  throughout  the  entire  year  is  9100 
feet  high  and  lies  not  far  away  in  the  direction  of  the  North-West,  the  sea 
is  greatly  affected.  At  times,  sudden  and  violent  storms  rush  down  from  the 
mountain  slopes  and  great  gusts  of  wind  sweep  out  across  the  Galilean  Sea  in¬ 
to  this  deep  basin*  Due  to  the  funnel  shaped  ravines,  it  comes  with  great 
velocity. 

It  was  at  such  a  time  that  the  boat  in  which  Jesus  and  His  disciples 
were  riding  began  to  bob  up  and  down  on  the  choppy  waves  as  a  cork,  and  in 
the  midst  of  the  rocking  boao,  the  creeking  sails,  the  roaring  wind  and  the 
dashing  waves,  the  disciples  were  filled  with  fear.  And  the  disciples  began 
to  wonder  if  they  were  wu th  a  Sleeping  God  who  did  not  care  if  the  boat  cap¬ 
sized  and  if  they  fell  into  these  hungry  waves  and  were  swallowed  and  buried 
alive , 


Often,  we  are  like  these  men.  Hhen  the  storms  of  life  gather  and  advance 
upon  us  in- wild  avalanches,  we  sometimes  inquire,  "Teacher,  do  you  not  care?" 
and  thusly,  we  dwell  in  a  state  of  fear  and  doubt.  Today,  we  live  in  a  world 
of  fear. 
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In  some  instances,  this  fear  is  directed  in  the  wrong  manner.  For  we 
often  fear  such  things  as  going  to  jail,  the  electric  chair  and  so  on;  in 


short,  we  fear  the  consequence  of  "wrongdoing"  instead  of  the  "wrongdoing" 


itself,  the 


thin£ 


whi  eh  w  e  s  1  _c  eld  fear. 


And  often,  we  attempt  to  suppress  these  fears,  only  to  discover  that 
they  will  arise  on  a  new  occasion,  such  as  a  sore  on  the  body  which  you 
try  to  heal  by  covering  it  with  salve  instead  of  going  to  the  real  cause 
and  source  of  it  in  order  to  find  a  cure.  In  like  manner,  we  must  go  to 
the  real  root  of  our  fears  rather  than  attempting  to  repress  them.  We  must 
realize  that  the  real  root  of  fear  is  due  to  a  lack  of  confidence,  and  faith 
in  God. 


Perhaps  some  will  say,  "But  in  whom  and  in  what  can  we  have  confidence?" 
The  thought  may  come  that  we  cannot  have  confidence  in  friends,  for  they  die, 
and  not  in  society,  for  it' is  ungrateful.  And  some  may  even  say  that  we  can¬ 
not  have  confidence  in  God,  for  He  disappoints  us.  But  it  is  not  God  who 
disappoints  us,  it  is  we  who  disappoint  Him  because  of  our  fear  and  lack  of 
faith.'  We  have  not  been  promised  protection  from  sufferings  in  our  physical 
bodies,  from  a  breakdown  in  the  business  world  and  so  on.  But  these  things 
may  be  used  as  a  means  for  our  spiritual  enrichment  rather  than  as  a  detri¬ 
ment  to  our  character.  The  reason  for  this  instability  is  a  wrong  conception 
of  what  God  may  be  seeking  to  do  for  us.  His  primary  purpose  is  not  for  our 
own  selfish  satisfaction  and  comfort.  God  is  concerned  for  our  moral 
character  more  than  for  our  comfort.  In  the  light  of  this  thought,  we  as  the 
disciples  should  ask  ourselves  this  question,  "Why  be  afraid,  for  Christ  has 
come?"  Although  in  our  scripture  He  was  in  the  boat  with  them,  they  did  not 
seem  to  really  realize  it.  They  were  so  concerned  about  themselves  that  His 
presence  apparently  was  not  really  evident  to  them.  Afterwards  He  awoke  and 
rebuked  the  winds  and  the  sea.  He  commanded  the  waters,  "Peace,  be  still  l" 
This  carries  the  connotation  of  "Be  muzzled"  in  other  words,  He  spoke  to  the 
sea,  "Be  still  and  keep  still."  Amidst  this  calmness,  they  were  filled  with 
awe  and  marvelled  at  this  wonder. 


"Why  are  you  fearing  thusly?  How  is  it  that  you  do  not  have  faith?" 
asked  Jesus 0  He  might  well  ask  us  the  same  question.  After  all  that  we  have 
been  taught,  how  is  it  that  we  do  not  yet  have  a  faith  which  will  undergird 
us  in  a  time  of  need*  For  evidently  we  do  not l 

How  may  we  find  this  faith?  We  will  not  find  it  in  a  seed  bed  of 
worries,  but  by  putting  our  complete  faith  and  confidence  in  God  so  that 
He  can  mold  our  character  into  the  likeness  of  Christ,  In  the  face  of  the 
storms  of  life,  let  us  rely  upon  the  promises  of  God  as  found'  in  the 
Scriptures,  "I  trust  in  thee,  0  Lord,  I  say.  Thou  art  my  God,  My  times 
are  in  thy  hands"  (Ps.  31’14”15).  Our  future  is' in  the  hands  of  God  - 
days,  months,  weeks,  years.  And  as  the  Psalmist,  let  us  not  fear  in  the 
face  of  the  storm  of  sickness,  "The  Lord  sustains  him  on  his  sickbed;  in 
his  illness,  Thou  healest  all  his  infirmities"  (Ps.  41:3).  In  the  face  of 
the  storm  of  death,  let  us  not  fear,  but  have  this  in  mind,  "Even  though  I 
walk  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death,  I  fear  no  evil;  for  thou 
art  with  me;"  (Ps.  23:4). 
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"No  waters  can  swallow  the  ship  where  lies 
The  Master  of  ocean  and  earth  and  skies” 

No  storm  can  week  the  program  of  God,  He  has  power  over  the  elements 
of  the  earth  as  well  as  over  the  events  of  men. 

'  If  we  are  in  complete  communion  with  Christ,  it  is  then  that  we  can 
say, 

“With  Christ  in  the  vessel 
I  smile  at  the  storm,” 

Jeremy  Taylor  said  that  we  are  far  safer  in  the  middle  of  a  storm  with 
God  than  anywhere  else  without  Him,  If  this  is  engraved  upon  our  hearts, 
then  we  should  not  live  in  fear  of  the  storms  of  life,  but  in  faith  in  God, 
and  as  we  face  the  unknown  future,  this,  only,  will  bring  peace  of  mind,

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THE  NAME  AND  FAMILY  OF  FUNKHOUSER 

The  Funkhousers  (or  Fankhousers )  were  all  Housers  in  Zurich, 
Switzerland ,  being  a  .sell  to  do  class  of  people,  had  plenty  of  fuel  to 
burn,  with  abundance  of  smoke  coming  from  their  chimneys.  '•Smoke”  mean¬ 
ing  Funk  (or  Funk);  "housers"  meaning  house;  thus  the  two  names  combined 
is  the  name  Funkhouser. 


The  following  history  of  the  Funkhousers  was  written  by 
Dr.  Fankhouser  in  1928  and  extends  back  indirectly  to  the  year 
1364,  or  588  years.  The  direct  line  goes  back  212  years. 

"The  first  report  of  the  Fankhouser  family,  dated  1364,  is  to  be  found 
in  a  document  of  Trub,  a  village  in  Emme  Valley,  where  most  of  the  Fank- 
housers  are  still  living.  A  valley  there  even  bears  the  name  Fankhaus- 
graben  and  has  its  own  post  office.  In  this  document,  which  is  reprinted 
in  the  Fontes  Rerum  Bcrnesium  VIII,  page  555,  mention  is  made  of  a  house 
"Zum  Vanghus."  From  this  name  "Fankhuser"  evolved,  and  this  was  later 
changed  to  "Fankhauser."  "Hans"  being  called  "Hus"  in  the  dialect.  Our 
family  name  was  still  written  "Fankhuser"  in  the  17th  Century,  sometimes 
with  "ck"  instead  of  "k"  and  in  our  dialect  it  is  still  pronounced  "Fank¬ 
huser,,"  About  1400  Fankhausers  were  also  to  be  found  in  the  district  of 
Entlebuch  -  adjoining  Trub  -  which  belongs  to  the  Canton  of  Lucerne  and 
that  in  the  village  of  Entlebuch  itself.  A  farmhouse  belonging  to  it'  and 
situated  on  the  side  of  a  mountain  at  a  height  of  1100  to  1200  meters, 
and  which  is  occupied  only  in  the  summer,  is  known  as  "Fankhaus."  I 
visited  it  once.  In  the  year  of  1450  Hans  Fankhuser  from  Entlebuch,  with 
two  sons,  were  made  citizens  of  Lucerne.  One  of  these  sons,  Peter,  played 
an  important  role*  He  was  elected  in  1455  to  the  great  council,  in  1474 
he  went  as  a  standard  bearer  with  1200  Lucerne  men  to  Hericourt  (in  the 
Franche  Conte  belonged  to  France  since  1678)  where  the  Burgundian  Army  was 
slairtc  Th:i s  was  the  beginning  of  the  Burgundian  wars,  which  proved  to  be 
glorious  for  Switzerland.-,  In  the  year  1475  Peter  Fankhouser  was  made 
bailiff  of  the  County  of  Habsburg  near  Lucerne,  In  1479  he  came  to  the 
small  council  of  Lucerne;  from  1479-61  he  was  bailiff  of  the  district  of 
Entlebuch,  T.Jhen  in  1487  the  covenants  of  the  confederation  were  to  be 
renewed,  he  was  delegated  to  StD  Gall  to  take  the  oath  for  Lucerne.  Where 
in  1490  the  Lucerians,  Zurchians,  Schwyzornians  and  GLarenernians  went  to 
St;  Gall  against  the  insubordinate  subjects  of  the  abott  of  St.  Gall, 

Peter  was  made  Captain  of  the  Lucerians.  His  two  sons 'went  with  him. 

One  of  them,  Hans,  came  into  the  great  council  in  1487,  his  brother 
Peter  in  1491  and  a  tniid  son,  Jacob,  in  1506.  The  latter  became  a 
member  of  the  small  council  in  1519.  As  the  Fankhausers  became  ad¬ 
herents  to  the  Reformation,  they  had  to  resign  from  the  council  in  1530 
and  later  leave~Lucerne  where  they  had  distinguished  themselves  polit¬ 
ically  and  move  into  the  Canton  of  Bern,  which  had  joined  the  Reforma¬ 
tion  in  1528. 
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"Tho  battles  between  the  Fankhausers  and  the  Lawnbergers  (Lion- 
bergers)  who  also  are  a  large  family  in  tho  upper  Emme  Valley,  may 
probably  be  traced  to  the  athletic  festivals.  *For  centuries  the 
tournaments  were  a  national  game  of  peasants  and  cowherds  of  Emmc 
Valley,  particularly  of  the  upper  valley,  the  Bernese  Highlands,  the 
Entlebuch  and  also  of  the  adjoining  canton  Obwalden.  This  game,  which 
required  much  strength,  adroitness  and  courage  is  now  spread  over  all 
of  Switzerland  and  is  taken  up  by  all  athletic  clubs.  At  these  tourna¬ 
ments  in  the  hills  and  country,  the  tempers  were  aroused,  esoecially  as 
much  wine  flowed  and  this  often  resulted  in  fights,'  started  by  the 
loosers  who  wished  to  revenge  themselves  causing  many  injuries.  In 
these  rows,  it  may  have  occurred  frequently  that  members  of  the  Fank¬ 
hausers  and  the  Levenberger  families  were  fighting  against  each  other. 

"In  Burgdorf,  a  city  of  10,000  inhabitants  at  tho  outlet  of  the 
Emme  Valley,  tho  Fankhausers  have  been  settling  since  the  be^innin^  of 
the  16th ^century.  That  branch  of  the  family  of  which  I  am  remember, 
decends  from  David  Fankhauscr,  who  came  from  Trub  in  1604  and  was  made 
mayor  in  1612. .  His  son  Jacob  also  became  a  mayor  and  also  distinguished 
himself  otherwise.  Among  other  things,  he  designed  the  beautifully 
carved  chairs  in  our  church  and  plan  of  tho  schoolhousc.  In  1633  he 
built  the  stately  "Grosshaus"  the  most  interesting  house  in  our  citv. 
Among  its  rooms  there  is  one  that  is  beautifully  panelled j  also  a  * 
banqueting  hall  of  former  times  with  a  magnificent  colored  ceiling 
About  the  year  1630,  he  established  the  oldest  linen  business  in  the 
canton.  It  is  still  in  existence  although  under  a  different  name 
since  the  beginning  of  this  century.  Jacob  Fankhauscr  was  married  to 
a  Bernese  Patrician,  which  also  accounted  for  his  high  reputation.  His 
gram  nephew  distinguished  himself  even  more.  He  ivas  Vencur  of  the  city 
c.nd  an  oliicer  at  first  in  foreign  service.  As  mayor  he  commanded  the 
Burgdor j. u  Battalion  and  ho  had  the  chief  deserts  in  the  victory  of  the 
Bernese  over  the  Catholic  Innorswiss  in  1712  in  the  second  battle  of 
Vilmergen.  For  this,  he  was  given  a  gold  plated  silver  goblet,  which 
is  now  in  the  historic  museum  at  Born.  He  was  also  promoted  to  first 
lieutenant.  He  also  performed  great  services  for  our  city;  for  instance 
at  a  conf legation.  For  this  he  was  also  given  a  silver  goblet.  His 
daughter  married  a  V.  Eiesback  -  who  was  one  of  tho  oldest  and  most 
aristocratic  of  Bernese  families  -  and  their  daughter  again  married 
a  Fankhauscr ,  a  son  of  Johann,  whose  name  was  Johann.  In  1744  he 
built  one  of  the  most  beautiful  homes  in  our  city  and  also  became 
Vvjnc-urr  h  Christian  Fankhauscr  of  this  place,  became  a  master  manner 
ox  Holland  where  he  died  in  1717. 


-  4.u',A1SO  sincc  thc  ?nd  of  thc  1Sth  century  a  member  of  the  Fankhausers 
oi  this  place  accomplished  groat  things  in  various  domains.  Several  of 

Tftmn|Stf£d  5fc-thG  oGf?  °f  our  cit^3  0nc>  a  Jnastcr-dycr,  invented  in  the 
-840  s  one  dying  of  linen  threads  in  the  most  varied  colors.  One  of  my 
nepnews,  a  professor  at  the  gymnasium  (Latin  School)  in  Hincstur.  is  one 
°i  the  beso  connoisseurs  of  dialects  of  Fronch-Switzerland.  Thc  writer 
oi  these  lines  has  for  more  than  fifty  years  devoted  himself  to  school 
lygiene  and  published  a  small  book  on  this  subject  in  1376,  which  found 


t 
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approval.  Pith  the  aid  of  two  long  since  deceased  friends  he  founded 
in  1885  our  historic  museum  which  by  this  time  has  reached  considerable 
size  and  which  possesses,  among  other  things,  many  of  those  of  Pesta- 
lozzi,  who  sojourned  here  for  five  years.  My  father,  who  later  became 
a  clergyman,  was  his  scholar  at  the  age  of  three.  Pestalozzi  mentions 
him  in  his  principal  work  «!7e  Gertrud  ihre  Kinda  Lehrt"  (How  Gertrude 
teaches  her  children)  by  his  first  name,  Ludwig.  Also  that  branch  of 
the  family,  which  remained  in  Trub  produced  several  prominent  men  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  century.  One,  Franz  (1820-1900)  has  rendered  great 
services  to  the  Bernese  forestry,  at  the  head  of  which  he  was  later. 

His  son,  of  the  same  name,  born  in  1849,  was  made  forest  inspector 
under  oath.  Both  wrote  valuable  books  on  wood  craft.  — Johann,  Ph  D 
(1847-1893)  was  a  teacher  of  natural  history  at  the  Bernese  Gymnasium 
(Latin  School)  and  university  teacher.  He  was  a  distinguished  botanist 
and  composed  some  good  botaniced  writings  —  Gottfried,  born  in  1870, 
became  a  teacher  and  since  1921  is  headmaster  of  the  training  college 
of  Bern.  He  rendered  great  services  to  Sunday  School  instruction  and 
is  also- active  literarily  —  Alfred,  born  in  1890,  Ph.D,  at  first  a 
teacher,  soon  devoted  himself  wholly  to  a  literary  career  and  is  known 
prominently  in  this  line.  From  the  branch  of  the  family,  which  settled 
in  Langnan,  Ernest  Fankhouser,  MD . ,  born  in  1868,  is  a  descendant.  He 
is  a  skillful  psychiatrist  and  secondary  doctory  at  the  first  Bernese 
insane  asylum. 

"Since  the  17th  century  members  of  various  branches  of  the  Fank- 
hauser  family  from  time  to  time  emigrated  to  the  United  State s;  from 
here,  for  instance,  at  several  occasions  within  the  last  century.  The 
emigration  from  Trub  and  Langnan,  however,  was  greater  as  the  popula¬ 
tion  there  was  more  prolific;  and  many,  also  of  other  families",  were 
forced  to  leave  their  homes.  At  first,  of  course,  they  tried  to  make 
their  living  in  other  places  of  Canton,  especially  in  the  cities,  then 
in  cities  of  other  cantons  and  finally  abroad."

(About  1833  at  Lebanon  Church,  Va,,  where  he  owned  some  1,000 
acres  of  land,  Daniel  Funkhouser  (F-24)  built  the  ancestral 
home  now  owned  by  his  great  granddaughter  Rebecca  Funkhouser 
Miller  and  her  husband,  John  Sullivan  Miller.  Recently  named 
"Millhouser  Farm",  the  residence  is  furnished  with  lovely 
antiques  and  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  in  the  Shenandoah 
Valley,  The  barn  was  built  about  1843  by  Daniel’s  son,  Levi 
Funkhouser.  The  home  has  been  preserved  just  as  it  was  during 
Civil  War  days,  even  to  the  original  and  still  beautiful  paper 
remaining  on  the  parlor  walls.  Among  the  pieces  of  furniture 
that  have  been  handed  down  through  the  generations  are  a  cup¬ 
board  once  owned  by  Abram  Funkhouser  (F-2)  and  his  wife,  and 
a  walnut  chest  brought  over  from  Switzerland  by  John  and  Mary 
Rine  Funkhouser  in  1740.  This  home  was  the  headquarters  of 
General  Freeman  just  before  the  Battle  of  Cedar  Creek,  Many  of 
the  wounded  were  cared  for  there  by  Levi’s  wife,  Mary  Ann  Funk¬ 
houser.  A  log  cabin  on  the  property  when  purchased  in  1804  by 
Daniel  Funkhouser  is  still  well  preserved.  Here  he  raised  his 
family  and  lived  until  he  built  the  large  house.  It  later  was 
used  for  a  slave  house.  The  fire  place,  Dutch  ovens,  spinning

The  first  church  meeting  house,  also  used  as  a  school,  was 
built  on  this  farm  by  Daniel  Funkhouser.)

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THE  BONDS  OF  KINSHIP 
Ruth  1:  15 -IS 

A  short  Sermon  by  Major  Charles  Hetzel  Glaizo  (G-5461) 
Chaplain,  U.  S.  Air  Force,  stationed  at  Laredo,  Tex. 


The  beautiful  story  of  Ruth  is  well  known  to  most  of  us  from  our 
Sunday  School  days.  You  will  recall  the  beautiful  words  of  Ruth  when 
she  says  "entreat  me  not  to  leave  you.  Your  people  shall  be  my  people 
and  your  God,  my  God."  With  this  sentiment  as  a  background,  those  of 
us  who  have  ties  of  kinship  need  to  feel  their  nearness.  It  is  so 
easy  to  lose  sight  of  kin  folk.  It  used  to  be  that  we  were  borti  and  we 
lived  and  we  died  in  a  local  community.  Most  of  our  immediate  fore¬ 
fathers  lived  in  the  radius  of  not  more  than  fifty  miles  of  each  other. 
Because  of  the  nearness  they  were  able  to  see  each  other  often 
and  they  were  able  to  endear  themselves  to  each  other  by  frequent  visits. 
They  had  all-day  family  visits ]  family  reunions ]  and  all-day  church 
meetings.  Even  fourth  and  fifth  cousins  knew  each  other.  Within  the 
last  decade  or  two,  family  ties  have  been  broken  to  the  extent  where 
few  now  know  many  of  their  close  kinsmen.  The  recent  world  conflicts 
have  scattered  us  to  the  four  winds  so  that  seldom  do  we  ever  see 
even  our  immediate  families  (brothers,  sisters,  etc.).  Therefore,  it 
is  very  difficult  to  have  the  ties  with  our  relatives  that  we  once  had. 

However,  even  during  the  stress  of  movirg  and  of  going  to  the  far¬ 

away  places,  we  should  never  lose  sight  of  those  who  are  our  kinsfolk 
and  should  make  every  endeavor  to  keep  those  tics  which  have  made  us 
what  we  are,  Yre  should  not  adopt  the  attitude  of  "out  of  sight,  out 
of  mind"  but  rather,  if  we  arc  out  of  sight,  we  should  keep  in  touch 
by  writing,  by  visits,  and  by  word  of  mouth  whenever  the  opportunity 
presents.  Some  of  you  have  not  written  your  brother  or  sister  for 
ages.  Me  should  remember,  I  think,  the  lesson  that  Ruth  taught  us 
that  when  we  assumed  now  positions  or  join  new  organizations  that  we 
should  still  remember  the  tics  of  love  and  kinship  which  can  join 
us  al  1  together.  Few  ties  are  stronger  than  blood  ties  of  the  family. 

In  this  modern  day  when  we  are  lost  in  the  mill  stream  of  society, 
we  can  have  the  one  tie  in  common  that  can  bring  us  together]  a  united 

worship  in  God.  As  we  look  back  across  the  years  our  ancestors,  par¬ 

ticularly  those  of  our  clan,  we  should  find  them  to  be  God  fearing 
people.  They  loved  God  intensely.  They  built  the  Church  in  the  lonely 
wilderness  to  make  it  an  institution  on  which  this  land  of  ours  was 
founded]  they  took  the  message  of  love  and  salvation  wherever  they 
started  a  community]  each  home  had  an  altar  where  God  was  worshipped 
daily.  Our  immediate  parents  instilled  Christian  virtue  and  love  in 
our  very  soul  as  we  were  growing  up  in  our  individual  communities.

Therefore,  to  us  living  today  and  the  generations  yet  to  be  born, 
the  ties  of  kinship  can  be  kept  strong  and  virle  through  the  love  of 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

It  is  just  as  easy  to  lose  sight  of  God  as  it  is  of  relations. 

We  can  become  so  wrapped  up  in  oar  job  that  God  and  family  are  lost. 
In  every  generation  God  must  be  a  reality.  He  must  be  found  by  each 
individual,'  If  God  is  personal  to  each  one,  then  his  love  will  be 
real  to  all.  The  "love  of  God"  extends  to  every  generation.  His 
love  can  bind  us  all  together — to  us  today  and  to  those  who  follow  us.

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THE  NAME  AND  FAMILY  OF  BRUMBACK 


BRUMBACK  or  BRUMBAUGH,  anciently  written  Brumbach,  is  of  German  de¬ 
rivation  and  is  believed  to  have  had  its  origin  in  the  words  brummen, 
meaning  "noisy  or  roaring",  and  bach,  "a  brook".  It  was  first  taken  as 
a  surname  by  those  who  resided  in  a  locality  so  called  in  Europe.  The 
early  American  records  give  the  name  in  the  various  spellings  of  Brambach, 
Brombach,  Bromback,  Brumback,  Brumbach,  Broombaugh,  Brownback,  Broxwibaugh, 
Brumbough,  Brumbagh,  Brumbaugh,  and  others.  Of  the  forms  mentioned,  the 
last  is  that  most  frequently  found  in  America  in  modern  times,  while 
several  of  the  others  are  still  occasionally  in  evidence. 

The  earliest  records  of  the  name  in  Germany  are  illustrative  of  its' 
origin.  These  include  reference  to  Herr  Werner  the  Governor  of  Branbach, 
who  was  living  in  1207  or  1287  A.D.;  Johans  the  Governor  of  Brambach,  in 
1299;  Henricus  and  Johannes  de  (meaning  "of")  Branbach,  in  1289;  and 
Ulricus  de  Brambach,  of  the  Upper  Rhine,  in  the  same  period. 

Hartmann  von  Brumbach,  who  died  at  Geroldseck,  Germany,  in  1434a  was 
the  father  of  a  son  named  Johann,  who  married  Ursula  von  Digesheim  in  1467. 
The  children  of  Johann  von  Brumbach  were  Jacob  and  Ursula,  and  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  their  descendants  are  numerous. 

In  1524  Fridli  Brombach  became  preacher  at  the  Castle  Varnsburg;  in 
1536  Hans  Brombach  served  as  Mayor  o*f  Rheinfelden;  Eberhard  von  (from) 
Brambach  was  living  in' the  Rhineland  in  1537  and  was  progenitor  of  Heinrich 
Wilhelm,  George  Ludwig,  and  Johann  Philipp  von  Brambach;  and  in  1611 
Niclaus  or  Nicolaus  Brombach  was  Pastor  at  Prattelen,  in  Basel,  Switzerland. 
The  last  recorded  that  his  birth  occurred  in  1582  and  stated  that  his 
parents  were  Johann  Brombach,  of  Rheinfelden,  and  Justina  Bischoff,  of 
Basel. 

Further  records  kept  by  Niclaus  Brombach  mention  the  birth  of 
Hieronimus  Brombach,  a  "near  relative",  at  Rheinfelden  in  1583;  the  birth 
of  his  brother  Daniel  at  Basel  in  1588;  the  birth  of  his  brother  Johannes 
in  1590;  the  death  of  his  father  in  the  following  year;  the  marriage  of 
his  brother,  Hans  Ulrich  Brombach,  in  1608;  the  marriage  of  Johann  Jacob 
Brombach,  "son  of  Conrad",  to  F.  Maria  Hugin  in  1609;  the  birth  of  a  son, 
Johann  Jacob,  to  the  last -mentioned  union;  the  marriage . of  himself, 

"Nicholas  Brombach",  to  Anna  Muller,  in  1611;  and  the  birth  of  his  sons, 
Nicolaus  and  Christbph,  who  were  born  in  the  years  1648,  1650,  and  1654, 
respectively. 

Ulrich  Bronbach,  of  Rheinfelden,  married  Magdalena  Ittingerin  before 
1585  and  had  issue  by  her  of  Maria,  Agnes,  Elsbeth,  Margaretha,  Adeltritis, 
and  Ursula.  About  the  year  1586  one  Conrad  Bronbach  married  Dorothea 
Kollerin  at  Rheinfelden.  He  was  the  father  by  her  of  Verena  and  Hans 
Adelberg.  Probably  Contrad  took  a  second  wife,  Eva  Wurtzlerin,  about  the 
year  1596,  since  record  has  been  found  of  Hans  Ruodolff,  Josef  Georgius, 
Maria,  Anna,  and  Katharina/  the  children  of  Conrad  and  Eva  Brombach. 
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Hyeronimus  Brombach,  also  of  Rheinfelden,  married  Elisabeth  Maudacher 
before  1614  and  was  the  father  by  her  of  seven  children,  Anna,  Bartholo- 
maeus,  Susanna,  Elisabeth,  Georg  Burckardus,  Georg  Ulrich,  and  Anna 
Barbara. 

Other  families  of  the  name  were  living  in  early  times  in  Alsace, 
France,  and  Austria.  Both  these  families  and  those  'of  German  and  Swiss 
origin  were,  for  the  most  part  at  least,  of  high  rank,  their  representa¬ 
tives  being  often  gentlemen  of  wealth  and  prominence.  The  use  of  the  • 
prefix  n von"  indicates  that  its  bearer  was  lord  of  an  estate,  district, 
or  territory,  and  after  the  beginning  of  the  tenth  century  it  was  regarded 
as  the  mark  of  the  nobility, 

Gerhard  Brumbach,  who  is  believed  to  have  been  the  first  of  the  name 
in  America,  was  born  about  the  year  1662,  probably  in  Saxony.  He' settled 
at  Germantown,  Pa.,  in  the  year  1683  and  was  married  late  in  life, 
probably  about  the  year  1713*  to  Mary  Rittenhouse  Papen.  His  name  appears 
in  the  early  records  as  Bromback,  Brambach,  Brumback,  Brumbach,  Brownbough, 
and  Brownback,  of  which  the  last  is  the  name  borne  by  the  greater  number 
of  his  descendants.  His  children,  born  in  Vincent  township,  Pa.,  were 
Elizabeth,  Mary  Magdalena,  Anna  Mary,  Benjamin,  Henry,  and  Catherine. 

Of  the  sons  of  the  immigrant  Gerhard,  Benjamin  was  first  married  to 
Elizabeth  or  Mary  Paul,  by  whom  he  had  only  three  children,  Henry,  John 
and  Edward,  while  his  second  wife,  Rachel  Parker,  probably  had  no  progeny; 
and  Henry  was  married  before  1759  to  Mary  Magdalin  Paul,  a  sister  of  his 
brother* s  first  wife.  To  this  union  were  born  five  children,  Hannah,  John, 
Peter,  Benjamin,  and  Susanna. 

Milcard,  ini chert,  or  Melchior  Brumbach,  a  native  of  Westphalia, 
Germany,  came  to  America  before  1714  and  settled  at  Germanna,  in  Stafford 
County  (later  Spotsylvania  County),  Va.  He  had  a  wife  named  Elizabeth 
and  was  the  father  by  her  of  at  least  four  daughters,  two  of  whom  were 
Maria  Gertraudt  and  Agnes.  It  is  probable,  however,  that  he  left  no  male 
progeny. 

George  Bombach  or  Bombaugh  (Brombach?)  came  from  the  German  Palatinate 
in  17^0  and  settled  at  Germantown,  Pa.  He  had  at  least  one  son,  named 
Cent rad,  but  the  records  of  this  line  are  not  complete. 

In  1750-  Johann  Jacob  Brumbach  or  Brumbaugh  came  in  the  ship  Nancy  to 
Philadelphia,  Pa,  He  settled  near  Hagerstown,  Md,,  and  was  married  in 
1760  to  Mary  Elizabeth  Angle,  of  Washington  County,  Md.  To  this  union  were 
born  seven  children,  Jacob,  Mary,  John,  Daniel  S.,  David,  Henry,  and 
George  Brumbaugh. 

Of  the  last-mentioned  brothers,  Jacob  married  Catharine  Rentch  and' 
left  i  ssue  by  her  i.n  Washington  County  of  Joseph,  John,  Jacob,  Margaret,' 
and  David;  John  resided  in  Washington  County  and  later  in  Bedford  County, 
Pa.,- and  was  the  father  by  his  wife,  Mary  Elizabeth  Miller,  of  Daniel, 

Mary,  David,  Jacob  S.,  and  Eve;  Daniel  S.  Brumbaugh  left  issue  in  Wash¬ 
ington  County,  Md.,  by  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Long,  of  Susanna,  Elizabeth, 
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Daniel,  Louisa,  Maria,  Samuel,  David,  Thomas  Jefferson,  Isabella,  and 
Rosanna  Caroline;  David  married  Eve  Kissecker  in  1805  and  was  the  father 
by  her  of  Simeon  K.,  George,  Elias  David,  Nathan  Henry,  Elizabeth  L., 
Jacob  Benjamin,  Ann  Maria,  Catherine  Jane,  Indianna  Dorothy,  Elenora 
Louisa,  and  George  Washington  Andrew  Jackson  Brumbaugh;  and  George,  the 
youngest  son  of  the  immigrant  Johann  Jacob,  married  Louisa  Gelwicks,  of 
Hagerstown,  but  left  no  issue. 

Samuel  Brumbaugh,  who  was  living  in  Lancaster  County,  Pa.,  about 
the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century,  may  have  been  descended  from  one 
of  the  before  mentioned  lines,  but  his  ancestry  is  not  certain.  He 
married  Rosanna  Kauffman  and  was  the  father  by  her  of  Mary,  Wilhelmina, 
Samuel,  Emma,  and  Jennie,  as  well  as  possibly  of  that  John  Brumbach  or 
Brombach  who  was  living  in  Lancaster  County  before  1760. 

Johan  Melchior  Brombach  came  in  the  ship  Halifax  from  Rotterdam  to 
Philadelphia  in  1752.  His  records  are  not  complete,  but  he  is  known  to 
have  married  Christian  Conrad,  of  Berks  County,  Pa.,  and  to  have  had  at 
least  one  child,  a  daughter  named  Margaretta. 

Johannes  Henri ch  Brumbach  came  from  Southern  Germany  to  Philadelphia 
in  1754  in  the  ship  Neptune.  He  later  removed  to  Hagerstown,  Md.  His 
children  were  Jacob,  Conrad,  Johannes,  and  George,  of  whom  the  first 
three  were  born  prior  to  the  emigration  of  the  family  to  this  country. 

Of  the  sons  of  the  immigrant  Johannes  Henri ch,  Jacob  was  the  father 
of  fifteen  children,  William,  John,  Margaret,  Contrad,  Jacob,  Hannah, 
Henry,  George,  Daniel,  Catharine,  Samuel,  Ester,  Mary,  David,  and  Susan 
of  whom  the  last  nine  were  by  his  second  wife,  Elizabeth  Baker,  whom  he 
married  in  1766,  and  the  others  by  his  first  wife,  whose  name  is  not 
known;  Conrad  was  the  father' in  Pennsylvania  by  his  wife  Christina  of 
John,  Daniel,  Jacob, 'William,  Conrad,  Elizabeth,  Christina,  Lavina, 

Susan,  Mahala,  David,  and  George  Brumbaugh;  John  married  Mary  Elizabeth 
Metzker  and  left  issue  in  Pennsylvania  of  Margaret,  Lydia  Ann,  and 
Catharine;  and  George  first  married  Susanna  Metzker,  by  whom  he  had 
three  daughters,  Catharine,  Elizabeth,  and  Susanna.  By  his  second  wife, 
the  Widow  Anna  Hoover,  whom  he  married  in  1788,  George  had  further 
issue  of  Christina,  Mary,  John,  George,  Jacob,  Barbara,  Nancy,  Isaac, 
and  Henry  Brumbaugh. 

One  Brumbach  or  Brumback,  whose  Christian  name  is  not  known, 
settled  at  Jamestown,  Va.,  about  1770.  His  children  are  believed  to 
have  been  Peter,  Charles,  Paul,  William,  John,  Willis,  Martin,  Henry, 
George,  Healthy,  Ellen,  Susan,  Sarah,  and  Elizabeth,  some  of  whom  settled 
in  Kentucky,  Georgia,  and  North  Carolina. 

Hermanus  Emanuel  Brumbach,  who  came  to  Baltimore,  Md.,  from  Switzer¬ 
land  about  the  year  1770,  settled  in  Berks  County,  Pa.  He  married  Maria 
Catharine  Pott,  of  Berks  County,  and  had  issue  by  her  of  ten  sons,  John, 
Matthias,  Samuel,  Jacob,  John,  George,  Abraham,  Daniel,  David,  and 
William  Brumbach  or  Brumbaugh, 
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John,  Henry,  Francis,  Jacob,  Nicholas,  George,  Benjamin,  Conrad, 
David,  Daniel,  William  and  Samuel  are  some  of  the  masculine  Christian 
names  preferred  by  the  Erumbaughs  for  their  progeny* 

Among  those  of  the  name  who  have  been  prominent  in  America  in  com¬ 
paratively  recent  times  are: 

Jefferson  Brumbach  (nineteenth  century),  of  Ohio,  Brigadier 
General  of  Volunteers  in  1865  and  Circuit  Judge. 

Henry  Boyer  Brumbauch  (b.  1836),  of  Pennsylvania,  clergyman, 
bishop,  and  college  president. 

Orville  S.  Brumback  (b.  1855),  of  Ohio,  politician  and  president 
of  the  Toledo  public  library. 

Martin' Grove  Brumbaugh  (b.  1862  d.  3-14-1930)  of  Pennsylvania, 
author,  educator,  statesman;  president  of  Juniata  College,  1924-30; 
governor  of  Pennsylvania,  1915-19 •  Buried  near  Huntington,  Pa. 

Gaius  Marcus  Brumbaugh  (b.  1862)  of  Pennsylvania  and  Washington, 

D.  C.,  physician  and  genealogist.  He  wrote  the  history  in  1912. 

Isaac  Harvey  Brumbaugh' (b.  1870),  of  Pennsylvania,  college 
president. 

Roy  Talmage  Brumbaugh  (b.  1890),  of  Pennsylvania  and  Washington 
State,  clergyman. 

Henry  Brumback  of  Lawrence  County,  Mo.,  leading  lawyer. 

Dr,  Artemisia  (Brumback)  Winter,  of  Licking  County,  Ohio,  a 
pioneer  woman  physician. 

Dr„  Newtom  N.  Brumback  of  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  capitalist, 
developer  of  irrigation  in  large  areas  of  Fremont  and  Sweetwater 
Counties,  Colo.,  and  builder  and  owner  of  Mt.  Manitou  scenic 
railway. 

Dr,  A.  He  Brumback,  professor  of  gynecology  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  University  of  Illinois. 

Hermann  Brumback  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  circuit  judge. 

A.  M.  Brumback,  professor  of  chemistry,  Denison  University. 

Dr,  Joseph  S.  Brumback  of  Baltimore,  Md. ,  ophthalmologist,  in¬ 
structor  of  ophthalmology  in  Wilmer  Institute,  John  Hopkins 
Medical  School,  1918-42. 

Dr.  Joseph  E.  Brumback,  Jr.,  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  ophthalmologist, 
diplomat,  member  of  American  Board  of  Ophthalmology.

In  tracing  this  genealogy  we  go  back  to  the  year  of  1113  A.D.  — 

840  years  ago  in  the  indirect  family  line  and  234  years  in  the  direct 
line. 

The  word  ’’brum."  is  a  contraction  of  "brummen"  meaning  f'noisy,  roar¬ 
ing  or  humming/'  and  "bach  or  back,"  a  "brook."  Therefore,  a  noisy, 
roaring,  or  humming  brook. 

Being  an  outsider,  then  an  insider  by  choice  in  the  Brumback  family, 
and  after  studying  the  history  written  by  Dr.  G.  M.  Brumbaugh  in  1912  and 
his  further  research  back  to  the  year  1113  A.D.,  I  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  "noisy  or  roaring"  is  not  a  characteristic  of  the  Brumbacks.  The 
validity  of  this  observation  is  proven  by  the  customs,  characters  and 
everyday  lives  of  virtually  all  descendants  of  the  Widow  Brumback  down  to 
the  present  day.  The  only  attributable  "noisiness"  that  can  be  traced 

I 

has  been  the  "humming"  of  their  good  influence  in  the  communities  and 
churches  during  their  lives  and,  in  fact,  long  after  their  passing. 

With  but  few  exceptions,  they  have  been  recognized  by  their  neighbors 
and  associates  as  exceptionally  quiet,  industrious,  and  honest  citizens, 
having  no  patience  for  the  lazy  and  wasteful  but  always  helping  the  un¬ 
fortunate  and  deserving.  They  have  been  mostly  farmers,  including  many 
large  land  owners  and  people  of  some  means#  Quite  a  few  have  been 
doctors  of  medicine  and  attorneys-at-law*  Some  have  held  county  and 
state  offices.  They  have  been  energetic,  thrifty,  and  among  the  first  to 
quietly  and  effectively  promote  any  community  enterprise  of  merit. 

But  —  "noisy,  roaring"?  Definitely  not. 
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THE  BRUMBACK  LINE 


First  known  Brumback  ancestor  of  our  direct  line  was  HENRICH  BRUMBACK. 


(His  wife,  a  German  woman  who  outlived  him,  is  identified  in  avail¬ 
able  records  only  as  the  Widow  Brumback.  About  1760  she  left 
Pennsylvania  and  settled  three  miles  north  of  Luray,  Va.,  on  the 
south  branch  of  the  Shenandoah  river  with  her  five  children — a  son, 
Henry,  and  four  daughters,  Elizabeth,  Mary,  and  two  others  whose 
names  we  do  not  know.  We  have  a  record  on  Henry  only.  When  Dr.  G.M. 
Brumbaugh  published  his  family  history  in  1912,  he  was  under  the  im¬ 
pression  that  John  Melchior  Brumback  had  been  the  husband  of  this 
Vlidow  Brumback.  In  1934  he  discovered  that  this  was  in  error.  In 
his  own  hand  writing,  he  corrected  a  history  that  he  sold  to  Mrs, 

Eva  Brumback  Cato,  stating  that  further  research  had  disclosed  the 
Widow  Brumback * s  deceased  husband  was  Henrich  Brumback,  an  immigrant 
from  Germany.)

(John  Sanford  Brumback,  a  wealthy  Ohio  banker  and  community  leader, 
presented  a  handsome  library  to  his  home  county,,  Following  is  an 
account  of  the  cornerstone  laying  as  it  appeared  in  the  Toledo 
Daily  Blade,  July  18,  1899: 

"Van  Wert,  Ohio— The  cornerstone  of  the  Brumback  Memorial  County 
Library,  a  building  that  will  cost  $50,000,  donated  to  the  county  of 
Van  Wert  by  the  late  John  S.  Brumback,  President  of  the  Van  Wert 
National  Bank,  was  laid  today  in  Second  Ward  Park,  Van  Wert.  The 
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ceremonies  were  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ohio,  A.F,  &  A.M.  Grand  Master  Nelson  Williams  acting  as  master  of 
ceremonies.  The  event  was  made  a  county  affair  in  every  particular. 
Every  fraternal  organization  in  the  county  was  well  represented.  A 
grand  parade  of  lodges  and  citizens,  headed  by  several  bands,  marched 
and  counter-marched  through  the  principal  streets  of  the  city.  It 
was  a  grand  spectacle  showing  in  a  measure  the.  appreciation  of  the 
county  citizens  for  a  gift  that  any  county  in  this  rich  country  of 
ours  might  well  feel  proud  of.  The  ceremonies  and  exercises  were 
impressive  and  grand.  The  Brumback  Library  will  be  one  of  the 
finest  buildings  for  library  purposes  possessed  by  any  American  city. 
The  address  for  the  occasion  was  given  by  Mr.  Brumback’s  son,  the 
Hon.  0.  S.  Brumback  of  Toledo,  Ohio.'* 

It  took  lg  years  to  complete  the  library  and  it  was  dedicated 
on  January  1,  1901  -  New  Years  Day.  The  following  story  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Van  Wert  Republican  December  27,  1900: 

"No  pen  can  describe  the  many  words  of  gratitude  heard  ex¬ 
pressed  on  every  hand  by  the  citizens  of  Van  Wert  and  the  county  in 
general  since  they  heard  of  the  good  news  of  the  provisions  made  in 
the  will  of  the  late  John  Sanford  Brumback,  former  president  of  the 
Van  Wert  National  Bank,  and- long  ere  the  building  was  completed  many 
of  the  people  of  this  state,  as  well  as  other  states,  also  rejoiced 
with  us  in  our  good  fortune  as  will  be  seen  by  extracts  taken  from 
state  papers  pertaining  to  the  gift.  When  the  seal  of  the  envelope 
containing  the  last 'will  and  testament  of  the  late  John  Sanford 
Brumback  was  broken,  Peabody* s  sentence  "Education — a  debt  due  from 
the  present  to  future  generations",  proved  to  be  the  main  theme  and 
by  reason  thereof  our  town  and  county  received  on  the  dawn  of  the 
twentieth  century  a  handsome  gift  to  build  and  furnish  a  library 
which  has  cost  the  Brumback  estate  $50,000.  Mr.  Brumback  took  much 
interest  in  the  city’s  library.  He  also  did  much  toward  making  the 
city’s  handsome  little  parks  what  they  are  now.  The  fine  grove  of 
trees  in  the  Second  Ward  Park  were  planted  by  him.  It  has  also  been 
very  gratifying  to  our  people  to  see  his  children,  Mrs.  J.  P.  Reed, 
Mrs.  E,  I.  Antrim,  D.  L.  Brumback,  president  of  the  Van  Wert  National 
Bank,  and  Hon.  0,  S.  Brumback,  now  a  prominent  attorney  in  Toledo, 
all  working  so  faithfully  and  united  to  carry  out  the  desires  of 
their  noble  father 0")

(The  Joseph  Brumbacks  lived  in  Page' County,  Va.,  and  in  Oct. 

1843  they  moved  to  Fredrick  County,  Va.,  where  they  purchased 
the  "Dr.  Carr  farm"  of  240  acres  and  other  lands.  This  handsome 
estate  adjoining  the  Pitman  home  justifies  a  brief  mention.  In 
1754  Nathaniel  Carr  obtained  a  grant  from  Fairfax  that  over¬ 
lapped  the  Glebe,  often  called  the  Glade,  which  was  a  celebrated 
tract  of  land  lying  on  the  west  side  of  the  old  Cartnell  and 
Froman  roads.  This  tract  occasioned  much  trouble.  TJhen  the 
first  vestry  was  formed  in  Fredrick  County,  a  certain  survey  was 
designated  as  the  Glebe  land,  to  be  known  as  the  property  of  the 
Established  Church  (Episcopal).  All  revenues  of  this  property 
were  assigned  to  the  use  of  the  Vestry  towards  the  "living  of 
the  minister."  Carr  and  the  Vestry  compromised — he  agreed  to 
pay  a  nominal  rent  and,  in  effect,  was  virtual  owner.  He  sold 
a  portion  of  his  grant,  including  part  of  the  Glebe,  to  Peter 
Gilham  in  1777.  At  this  time  the  Vestry  was  so  demoralized  by 
conditions  brought  about  by  the  war  then  in  progress  that  the 
tenants  were  forgotten  and  the  Glebe  ivas  regarded  for  many 
years  as  Gilham  estate  property.  However,  titles  of  the  Glebe 
were  long  in  dispute.  Colonel  Carr,  as  he  also  was  known, 
built  the  house  where  Jacob  Brumback  lived.  One  part  of  the

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THE  NEW  BIRTH 

A  Sermon  by  J.  Harvey  Daily 

Pastor,  Martinsburg,  (T J,  Va.)  Primitive  Baptist  Church 

The  sons  and  daughters  of  Adam  are  born  under  the  law,  conceived  in  sin 
and  brought  forth  in  iniquity.  "Behold,  I  was  shapen  in  iniquity;  and  in 
sin  did  my  mother  conceive  me."  Ps.  51s 5 •  It  is  not  possible  for  them  to 
do  anything  that  can  satisfy  the  law  of  justice.  No  light  of  reason,  no 
religious  instruction  can  change  the  sinner  nor  remove  that  which  was  in¬ 
corporated  in  his  very  nature.  The  generation  of  Adam  are  held  under  the 
law  of  sin  and  death  and  must  suffer  its  penalty  unless  regenerated.  When 
regenerated  they  are  no  longer  under  that  law,  but  under  grace,  being  the 
seed  and  generation  of  Jesus  Christ.  Christ  and  his  generation  will  all  be 
in  heaven,  but  they  who  are  not  regenerated  are  yet  in  their  sins  and  are 
by  nature  the  children  of  wrath.  "Ye  must  be  born  again."  John  3:7* 

Before  the  sons  of  Adam  can  understand  or  believe  the  gospel  the  stony 
heart  must  be  removed  and  the  light  of  life  implanted.  They  must  be  born 
of  the  spirit  before  they  can  understand  spiritual  things.  The  sinner  dead 
in  sins  must  be  quickened  in  order  to  have  spiritual  sensations  and  con¬ 
ceptions.  Being  begotten  of  Adam  they  inherit  his  nature  and  destiny.  If 
they  escape  this  destiny  they  must  be  redeemed  from  the  curse  of  the  law  by 
the  blood"  of  Christ.  They  must  be  begotten  of  God  and  partakers  of  his 
Spirit  if  they  inherit  eternal  life. 

The  leading  of  the  Spirit  in  converting  the  soul  begins  when  the  light 
of  life  is  imparted  in  regeneration.  This  experience  of  grace  is  begun  in 
the  hearts  of  many  in  youth  and  they  had  serious  thoughts  in  their  earliest 
recollection.  With  others  it  came  so  gradual  that  they  are  unable  to  relate 
its  beginning.  "The  wind  bloweth  where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the 
sound  thereof,  but  canst  not  tell  whence  it  cometh  or  whither  it  goeth;  so 
is  everyone  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit."  But  in  one  case  the  wind  may  blow 
in  torrents  while  with  others  the  leaves  of  the  trees  scarcely  move.  The 
conversion  of  the  thief  on  the  cross  was  sudden  and  his  experience  short. 

The  experience  of  John  the  Baptist  began  before  his  natural  birth,  but  his 
first  appearance  in  public  life  was  when  about  thirty.  In  most  cases  the 
quickened  sinner  has  a  struggle,  toiling  and  laboring  to  weave  out  a 
righteousness  of  his  own  upon  which  he  can  trust  the  salvation  of  his  soul. 
Whether  this  struggle  be  long  or  short  the  sinner  never  casts  himself  on 
the  mercies  of  God°until  all  hope  of  salvation  by  good  works  and  human 
merit  has  failed.  When  justified  by  faith  the  newborn  soul  receives  the 
"Spirit  of  adoption,"  and  is  "sealed  with  the  spirit  of  promise." 

These  things  that  God's  children  experience  are  evidence  of  life  and 
could  not  be  the  cause.  "Ye  must  be  born  again"  before  being  led  by  the 
Spirit,  for  "as  many  as  are  led  by  the  Spirit  of  God  they  are  (not  going 
to  be)  the  sons  of  God."  How  wonderful  to  have  the  evidence  that  we  are 
his  generation  through  regeneration.  "Who  shall  declare  his  generation."

Sarah  Edna  Brumback  Baker  and  Robert  Helsley  Baker 

Robert  Helsley  Baker  and  Sarah  Edna  Brumback  met  in  October  1914,  at 
Shenandoah  College,  Dayton,  Va.  They  were  introduced  by  her  best  girl 
friend,  Mrs.  Mabel  Rinker  Hicks,  who  was  his  first  cousin.  They  were 
married  at  7:00  a.m.,  Thursday,  September  7,  1916  at  the  home  of  her 
brother-in-law  and  sister,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  Homer  Fisher,  near  Belle 
Grove  by  Elder  J.  A.  Norton. 

Sarah  Edna  Brumback  Baker  was  baptised  in  the  Cedar  Creek  Primitive 
Baptist  Church  by  Elder  R.  FI.  Pitman  of  Luray,  Va.,  the  first  Sunday  in 
June  1912,  when  19  years  old.  She  was  a  graduate  of  Middletown  High 
School  and  was  graduated  from  Shenandoah  College,  Dayton,  Va.,  where  she 
had  been  active  in  Y.W.C.A,  and  the  societies,  in  June  1915.  Prominent 
in  Grange  activities,  she  is  a  charter  member  of  the  Middletown  Subordi¬ 
nate,  Fredrick  County  Pomona  and  the  Virginia  State  Granges,  acquiring 
that  honor  in  the  State  Grange  when  it  was  reorganized  in  October  1928 
at  Richmond,  Va.  She  was  the  first  Lady  Assistant  Steward  of  the  Middle- 
town  Grange  and  held  offices  at  different  times  in  this  and  the  Pomona 
Grange.  She  also  was  matron  for  several  years  of  the  local  Juvenile 
Grange.  She  is  a  7th  Degree  Grange  member,  having  received  the  7th. Degree 
(Ceres)  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  November  1936.  She  took  an  active  part  in 
drills  and  in  the  6th  Degree  (Flora)  at  State  conventions  for  10  years 
following  the  reorganization  in  1928.  In  February  1933,  she  was  appointed 
to  the  State  Grange  Home  Economics  Committee  and  served  one  term.  She 
attended  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  convention  at  Reading  in  October 

1948  and  a  Subordinate  Grange  meeting  in  Sacramento,  Calif.,  January  1949. 
At  present  (1954),  she  is  Pomona  of  the  Middletown  Grange.  She  has  been 

a  member  of  the  United  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  since  1947. 

Robert  Helsley  Baker  was  baptised  in  St.  Stephens  Lutheran  Church  by 
Rev.'  o/u.  Anderholt  orTbecember  17,  1910.  He  transferred  his  membership 
to  St.  Pauls  Lutheran  Church,  Strasburg,  Va.,  about  1917,  teaching  a 
Sunday  School  class  for  boys  there  for  several  years  and  later  the  men’s 
class  as  an  assistant  for  one  year.  He  sang  in  the  church  choir  and  was 
on  the  church  council  at  St.  Pauls  for  20  years.  He  represented  St.  Pauls 
as  a  delegate  to  the  Lutheran  Synod  of  Virginia  one  year  at  Roanoke.  In 

1949  the  Council  of  Churches  of  Virginia  appointed  him  organizer  and  sup¬ 
ervisor  for- the  Christian  Rural  Overseas  Program  (CROP)  in  the  counties  of 
Clark  Pap-e,  Shenandoah,  Fredrick,  Rockingham  and  Warren.  He  worked  under 
the  State^(CROP)  Directors,  Dr.  Minor  C.  Miller,  Secretary  of  the  Council 
of  Churches  in  Virginia;  Dr.  Paul  H.  Bowman  of  Broadway,  former  President 
of  Bridgewater  College;  Dr.  J.  J.  Scherer  of  Richmond,  former  President  of 
the  United  Lutheran  Synod  of  Virginia;  and  Dr.  John  R.  Hutchinson  of 
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Blacksburg,  former  Director  for  many  years  of  the  Agricultural  Extension 
Department  of  Virginia,  and  others. 

He  attended  Shenandoah  College,  Dayton,  Va.,  for  two  years,  1914-16. 

His  courses  were  Voice,  English  and  Bible.  He  was  a  member  of  the  grad¬ 
uating  class  of  1916,  receiving  a  certificate  in  Bible.  A  member  of  the 
Y.M.C.A.  and  delegate  one  year  to  its  State  convention  at  Richmond,  Va., 
he  also  was  a  member  of  the  college  clubs  and  societies  and  was  vice  pres¬ 
ident  for  one  year  of  the  Ministerial  Mission  Band.  He  was  in  the  Operetta 
(musical  play  at  commencement  time)  both  years. 

He  is  a  Charter  member  of  the  Middletown  Subordinate  and  the  Fredrick 
County  Pomona  Granges,  as  well  as  of  the  reorganized  Virginia  State .Grange 
(1928).  Elected  first  Master  of  Middletown  Grange,  he  held  the  office  for 
4  years  and  missed  only  one  meeting.  Elected  first  Treasurer  of  the 
Virginia  State  Grange  in  1928,  he  held  that  office  for  10  years  and  missed 
no  meetings.  In  1938,  he  was  elected  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Virginia  State  Grange  for  two  years.  He  was  appointed  Grange  Deputy. in 
1931  and  later  National  Deputy 'for  Virginia  with' permission  to  organize, 
in  Tennessee  and  West  Virginia.  In  October  1934,  he  organized  the  Virginia 
State  Grange  Demeter  Club  at  the  State  convention  in  Richmond  and  was 
elected  its  first  Master.  It  was  composed  of  Virginia  Grange  members  who 
had  previously  received  the  highest  Degree  (Ceres)  conferred  by  the  National 
Grange.  His  organization  work  continued  for  approximately  10  years. 

In  1936,  together  with  11  other  of  the  highest  deputies. in  organiza¬ 
tion  work  from  over  the  nation,  he  was  presented  to  the  National  Conven¬ 
tion  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  by  National  Master  Louis  J*  Taber,  as  second  in 
the  U,  St  in  number  of  Granges  organized  and' first  from  standpoint . of 
least  cost  per  unit.  There  were  more  than  1,200  deputies  in. the  field. 

Those  who  have  received  from  him  the  obligation  and  instructions  of  the 
Grange  include  U.  S«  Senator  Harry  F.  Byrd,  a  member  of  Middletown  Grange, 
and  the  late  U.  S.  Congressman  Clifford  Woodrum  of  Roanoke,  Va,  He  also 
recruited  as  a  Grange  member  U»  S.  Senator  A,  Lillis  Robertson  of  Lexing¬ 
ton,  Va.  He  received/ the  Grange* s  7th  Degree  (Ceres)  November  1928  in  the 
Washington  auditorium,  Washington,  D.C,,  where  President  Calvin  Coolidge 
was  the  featured  speaker.  He  also  attended  the  National  Grange  convention 
held  in  1932  at  Winston  Salem,  N.  C.,  where  Admiral  Richard  (Dick)  Byrd 
spoke.  Other  National  Grange  conventions  that  he  attended  included  those 
at  Hartford,  Conn,,  in  1934,  where  he  witnessed  a  class  of  12,679  init¬ 
iated  into  the  highest  Degree;  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  in  1936,  and  Harrisburg, 
Pa.,  in  1937.  He  also  witnessed  presentations  of  the  7th  Degree  seven 
times  and  visited  State  Grange  conventions  in  North  Carolina,  Tennessee, 
Connecticut,  Ohio  and  Harrisburg  and  Reading,  Pa.  In  January  1949,  he 
attended  a  Subordinate  Grange  meeting  at  Sacramento,  Calil.,  having  f3.ovjn 
there  via  United' Airlines  to  visit  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Joyce  Willingham, 

On  that  occasion,  he  visited  the  California  State  Grange  headquarters  and 
met  Mr.  George  Sehlmeyer,  State  Master.  At  present  (1954)  he  is  a. member 
of  the  Executive  Committees  of  the  Middletown  Grange  and  the  Fredrick 
County  Pomona. 
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He  was  a  member  of  the  Democratic  Party  organization  in  Warren  County 
for  about  10  years  and,  since  June  5,  1944,  has  been  employed  by  the  Ameri¬

Marriage  to  Robert  H.  Baker  certainly  was  never  dull,  for  he  had  ac¬ 
quired  in  early  boyhood'  a  reputation  as  a  prankster  that  he  never  permitted 
to  languish*  Matrimony,  as  I  was  to  learn,  was  no  deterrent  to  his  esca¬ 
pades. 

Typical  of  scores  of  such  incidents,  each  laboriously  planned. and  art¬ 
fully  carried  out  apparently  just  to  hear  me  shriek,  was  the  time  in  January 
1949,  when,  together  with  my  daughter,  Charlotte,  I  made  a  train  trip  to 
Sacramento,  Calif,,  to  visit  another  daughter,  Joyce, 

We  left  Washington,  D«  C,,  on  Thursday ,  Jan.  27,  after  bidding  "Rob" 
good-bye  at  Strasburg,  Va.  He  had  appeared  unusually  resigned  to  several 
weeks  of  separation,  accepting  it  without  protest.  He  didn’t  even  murmer 
when,  just  before  departing,  I  briefed  him  on  a  number  of  tasks  that-  I 
wanted  done  around  the  house  before  my  return. 

The  following  Monday  morning,  following  a  3i000-mile  train  ride  that 
scanned  the  continent,  I  was  to  learn  why.  Joyce  and  her  husband,  Eugene, 
w4re  at  the  station  to  meet  us.  After  greetings  were  exchanged,  Eugene 
collected  our  luggage  and  we  started  out  of  the  station.  Just  then  someone 
tapped  me  on  the  shoulder  and  said  "Hello,  Edna."  I  turned,  my  mouth  fell 
open,  and  I  screamed  with  surprise  oblivious  of  the  stir  I  was  creating  m 

the  station. 

As  might  be  expected,  it- was  "Rob,"  grinning  from  ear  to  ear.  He  had 
taken  a  United  Air  Lines  DC-6,  leaving  Washington  for  San  Francisco  at  . 

1?30  n.mc  Sunday,  had  transferred  to  a  DC~3  for  the  short  hop  to  Sacramento, 
and  had  arrived  there  at  11:00  p.m.  in  time  for  a  good  night’s  sleep  at  our 
daughter’s  home  before  meeting  our  train  Monday  morning.  As  usual,  everyone 
had  been  in  on  the  plot  except  me. 
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Charlotte  Catherine  Baker  Stewart  and  Homer  Charles  Stewart,  Jr. 

Charlotte  Stewart  joined  St.  Pauls  Lutheran  Church  when  13  years  old 
and  attended  Sunday  School  there  for  a  number  of  years.  When  they  moved  to 
Colorado  in  1950,  she  transferred  her  membership  to  Holy  Cross  Lutheran 
Church  at  Wheat  Ridge.  She  joined  the  Juvenile  Grange  on  May  27,  1932  and 
was  graduated  into  the  Subordinate  of  Middletown  in  1932.  In  a  highway 
safety  essay  contest,  sponsored  by  the  National  Grange,  she  won  first  place 
in  Virginia  ($5.00)  and  second  place  nationally  ($50.00).  On  November  18, 
1932,  she  took  the  two  highest  Degrees,  Flora  and  Ceres,  in  the  Reynolds 
Auditorium,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C.  She  was  cited  in  the  Grange  as  one  who 
received  all  seven  Degrees  in  less  than  six  months.  There  were  1,665  candi¬ 
dates  in  the  Seventh  Degree  class  at  this  time.  She  took  part  in  drill  and 
degree  work  at  several  State  conventions  as  a  member  of  the  Middletown 
Degree  team,  and  also  at  many  Subordinate  Granges  throughout  the  valley  and 
State,  including  the  Richmond  Agricultural  Grange,  Richmond,  Va.  She  re¬ 
tains  Grange  membership  at  Middletown, 

She  attended  Middletown  High  School  for  two  years  and  was  graduated 
from  Warren  County  High,  Front  Royal,  Va.,  in  June  1935,  and  from  Strayers 
Business  College,  Washington,  D.  C.,  in  July  1933.  For  11  years  she  held 
positions  in  the  Railroad  Retirement  Board,  Childrens  Bureau  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Labor,  the  Bureau  of  Mines  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  in 
Washington,  D.  C.,  and  the  National  Labor  Relations  Board  in  Denver,  Colo. 

Homer  Stewart  was  born  August  1,  1912  in  Longmont,  Colo.,  the  eldest  son 
of  Blanche' IT.  and  Homer  C.  Stewart,  Kansas  natives  of  Scotch-Irish  descent. 

He  attended  the  public  schools  of  Longmont  and  was  graduated  from  the  Long¬ 
mont  High  School  in  1931*  His  college  work  was  taken  at  the  University  of 
Co3.orado  at  Boulder,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  a  Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree  in  1935  after  having  majored  in  journalism.  He  returned  in  1936  for 
a  year  of  postgraduate  work  in  political  science  and  journalism.  In  both 
high  school  and  college,  his  principal  extracurricular  activity  was  band 
and  orchestra  membership.  He  also  took  part  in  dramatics,  glee  clubs,  and 
sports  —  principally  track,  ico  hockey,  and  tennis.  During  summers  be¬ 
tween  school  terms,  he  obtained  funds  for  his  schooling  at  a  number  of  odd 
jobs,  including  room  clerking  in  a  tourist  hotel,  operating  a  "capper"  in 
a  food  processing  plant,  selling  magazine  subscriptions,  and  clerking  in 
grocery  and  .mercantile  stores. 

From  1936  to  1942,  he  was  employed  by  the  Colorado  Springs  (Colo.)  ' 
Gazette-Telegraph,  serving  for  varying  periods  as  reporter,  rev/rite  man, 
sports  editor,  and  telegraph  editor.  From  Colorado  Springs  he  went  to 
Washington,  D.  C.,  accepting  a  post  v/ith  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Mines,  an 
agency  with  which  he  still  is  affiliated.  He  held  jobs  in  Washington  with 
several  units  of  the  Bureau,  including  the  Office  of  Minerals  Reports  and 
Synthetic  Liquid  Fuels  Branch.  In  1950,  he  was  transferred  from  the  Wash¬ 
ington  to  the  Denver  office  of  the  Bureau  to  become  Regional  Information 
Officer 'in  Region  IV,  comprising  Wyoming,  Utah,  Colorado,  New  Mexico,  and 
Arizona.

Winston  Baker  joined  St,  Pauls  Lutheran  Church  as  a  child  and  is  still 
a  member.

Late  in 
April,  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Kilmer,  N.  Y.,  for  embarkation  and  on 
May  5,  1943,  the  312th  Group  boarded  the  liner  Queen  Elizabeth  for  Europe. 
This  voyage  lasted  6j  days  with  the  vessel  following  a  zig  zag  course  across 
the  Atlantic.  The  sea  was  calm  and  the  trip  enjoyable  for  the  22,000  men 
aboard,  who  were  assured  that  the  danger  of  German  U— coats  was  not  great 
owing  to  the  Queen  Elizabeth* s  speed  of  30  to  32  knots. 

On  May  12,  the  troops  disembarked  in  Glasgow,  Scotland,  a  very  beautiful 
port.  The  Queen  Elizabeth  was  too  large  to  enter  the  port  and  was  unloaded 
bv  bug  boats.  From  Glasgow  they  boarded  a  train  lor  Ea.rl  Colne  Mr  Base  in 
England,  near  the  small  village  of  the  same  name  which  soon  was  over-crowded 
with  soldiers.  After  being  stationed  here  for  three  months,  the  312th  Group 
was  split  and  Baker  was  assigned  to  the  30th  Station  Complement  Headquarters 
Squadron  at  Fromlingham,  England,  near  Ipswich.  He  was  stationed  here  nearly 
two  years  atta.ched  to  the  390  Bombardment  squadron.  The  Headquarters  of  the 
30th  Station  Complement  then  was  deactivated,  and  he  v&s  transferred  to  the 
29th  Air  Depot  Group  which  was  part  of  the  Airborne  Troop  Carrier  Command, 
shuttling  supplies  to  troops  in  France,  The  29th  left  England  in  July  1945* 
for  an  old  German  air  base  at  Beauvais,  France,  where  it  was  being  activated 
for  duty  in  the  Pacific.  The  unit  was  sent  to  Camp  Miami  near  Marseille, 
France,  a  port  of  embarkation,  and  was  awaiting  shipment  to  the  Pacific  when 
the  atom  bomb  was  dropoed  in  Japan  and  the  war  whs  over.  1  Twice  the  men  were 
ordered  to  load  equipment  at  the  docks  and  each  time  the  orders  were  counter¬ 
manded  owing  to  the  priority  of  other  groups.  On  the  third  try  they  were 
informed  that  their  group  was  going  home  instead  of  to  the  Pacific. 

At  3:00  a.m.,  September  1,  1945*  they  sailed  from  Marseille  on  the  C.  S. 
John  Eric sen,  a  pre-war  German  luxury  liner.  The  trip  home  took  12  days  and 
they  arrived  at  Staten  Island  Sept.  12.  They  were  sent  to  Camp  Kilmer  for  a 
two-day  rest  and  from  there  to  Fort  Meade  where  they  were  given  a  3-Week  fur¬ 
lough.  For  the  first  time  since  enlisting  in  the  Mr  Corps,  he  returned  home 
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on  September  16.  After  his  leave,  he  went  to  Alabama  where  the  group 
again* was  to  be  activated;  however,  leaves  were  extended  and  he  was  re¬ 
turned  to  Fort  Meade,  Maryland,  to  be  discharged.  On  November  6,  1945,  his 
discharge  papers  were  completed  along  with  his  Army  career. 

After  overseas  duty  and  his  discharge  from  Army  service,  he  accepted  a 
oosition  with  the  Southern  States  Cooperative  on  June  21,  194^  at  Martins— 
burg,  W.  Va.  In  September  1946,  he  was  made  manager  of  the  Front  Royal 
Southern  States  Store.  In  1951  he  was  promoted  to  poultry  field  specialist 
for  this  district  of  the  Southern  States  Cooperative  and  on  July  1,1952, 
he  was  promoted  to  district  manager  with  headquarters  in  Winchester,  Va., 
where  he  now  resides.

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MAN'S  FINEST  AMD  FINAL  HOPE 

A  Sermon  by  Dr,  George  C.  Baker,  Jr.  (no  relation) 

Chaplain,  The  Southern  Methodist  University,  Dallas,  Texas 

"What  can  we  hope  for  in  a  world  like  ours?  The  answer  to  that  question 
depends  upon  your  faith,-,  In  the  last  book  in  your  family  Bible  a  man  exiled 
on  the  island  of  Patinas  sat  thinking  of  the  terrible  conditions  of  evil, 
persecution^  hate,  cruelty,  bloodshed  and  death  in  the  world  about  him.  Was 
he  hopeless,  afraid,  whipped?  No l  Far  from  it.  This  is  why.  He  had  utter 
faith  in  God  that  where  human  knowledge  fails  us  there  is  the  eternal  Wisdom 
to  guide  us.  He  was  sure  that  when  man  came  to  the  end  of  his  powers  God's 
almighty  hand  would  take  us  up.  He  even  imagined  that  history  had  run  its 
course  and  the  final  curtain  was  coming  down  on  the  drama  of  man's  existence. 
Even  then  his  faith  leaped  up  and  shouted  that  God  would  reign  as  "King  of 
Kings,  and  Lord  of  Lords."  (Revelation  19:16), 

He  was  stating  man's  finest  and  final  hope  that  the  ultimate  triumph 
would  be  in  God's  hand.  All  history  would  be  taken  up  into  the  majestic 
whole  of  God's  eternal  purpose.  There  would  be  the  fulfillment  of  all  the 
creative,  Chris tlike  dreams  and  aspirations  of  men,  planted  in  our  hearts 
by  God  Himself. 

And  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth  ... 

And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  heaven  saying, 

Behold,  the  tabernacle  of  God  is  with  men,  and 
He  will  dwell  with  them,  and  they  shall  be' His 
people,  and  God  himself  shall  be  with  them,  and 
be  their  God."  Revelation  21:1-3 

The  pathos  of  our  times  is  that  so  many  men  have  so  little  hope.  When  a 
marine  that  was  on  maneuvers  failed  to  surface  rescuers  went  to  work,  but 
the  lines  fouled  up.  After  many  torturous  hours  of  futile  work  they  began 
to  wonder  if  the  men  were  still  alive  down  below.  They  listened  and  heard 
someone  tap  out  in  Morse  code  on  the  hull  of  the  stricken  submarine  the 
agonizing  words:  X— s  t— h— e— r— e  a— n-y  h— o— p— e?  This  is  what  men  are  ask¬ 
ing  around  our  world  today:  IS  THERE  ANY  HOPE? 

Recently  an  air  corps  cadet  from  another  country  was  in  training  at  our 
Randolph  Field,  When  he  failed  to  pass  the  tests  he  became  desperate.  Tak¬ 
ing  off  in  a  forbidden  ship  he  began  to  fly  northward.  A  friend  overtook 
him  and  tried  to  persuade  him  to  come  down.  He  refused.  On  and  on  he  flew 
until  his  ship  ran  out  of  fuel  and  crashed,  in  ruins  for  the  ship  and  death 
for  the  young  cadet.  Is  this  a  picture  of  our  world:  Heading  nowhere  hope¬ 
lessly  until  in  final  ruin  and  death  man  and  his  petty  plans  crash  together— 
but  a  forgotten  memory  of  futile,  fevered  existence? 

There  is  much  darkness  in  our  world  today,  but  our  hope  is  placed  where 
John  on  Patmos  put  his.  Hear  him  voice  his  hope  in  the  darkness: 


There  shall  be  no  night  there;  and  they  need  no 
candle,  neither  light 'of  the  sun;  for  the  Lord 
God  giveth  them  light. 
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There  is  this  indestructible  hope  in  the  heart  of  the  Christian.  He  knows 
that  the  creative  grace  of  God  continues.  With  the  Psalmist  he  sings: 

”The  Lord  is  my  light  and  ray  salvation.  Whom 
shall  I  fear?  The  Lord  is  the  strength  of  ny 
life,  of  whom  shall  I  be  afraid?” 

So  many  lives  arc  damaged  by  the  mediocrity  of  their  hopes.  Not  so  with 
the  Christian,  Do  not  mistake  what  I  say,  I  am  not  proposing  that  Christi¬ 
anity  offers  Utopia  hero  on  earth,  a  sort  of  castle-in—Spain  perfection 
where  everything  shall  at  last  have  reached  the  idyllic  state  of  absolute 
ease  and  bliss.  I  am  confident  that  man,  as  long  as  he  lives  on  this  earth, 
will  have  to  struggle  against  the  mysterious  and  powerful  forces  of  evil. 

But  of  this  I  am  sure,  that  the  final  destiny  of  man  and  the  ultimate  out¬ 
come  of  our  lives  here  and  hereafter  are  not  vanity  and  that  we  do  not  pass 
into  sheer  nothingness.  The  Creator's  own  design  for  us,  His  creatures, 
has  been  revealed  to  us  in  Jesus  Christ  and  in  the  ideals  of  His  Kingdom* 

What  Christ  did  and  said,  above  all  what  he  was  here  on  earth  shows  us  what 
is  our  final  relation  to  our  Father  God. 

Let’s  start  where  all  of  life’s  best  values  start,  in. the  home.  In  the 
biography  of  every  person  the  most  crucial  chapter  is  entitled:  11  Dome stic 
Life,”  When  life  is  fully  Christian  every  home  will  know  joy  that. is  more 
than  pleasure,  peace  that  is  better  than  escape,  and  success  tho.t  is  far 
beyond  the  accumulation  of  things.  There  will  be  fidelity  to  love  and  loved 
ones.  There  will  be  faithfulness  in  moral  and  spiritual  responsibilities. 
Little  children  will  be  nurtured  in  faith,  trained  in  worship,  and  encouraged 
in  Christian  service*  Truly  life  will  be  blessed  when  His  kingdom  comes  in 
the  homes  of  His  people. 

In  the  larger  home  that  is  our  corporate  life  there  will  be  no  selfish¬ 
ness,  no  greed,  no  lust  or  covetousness.  There  shall  be  an  end. to  anger  and 
hate.  Men  shall  never  act  as  beasts,  nor  will  they  profane  their  bodies 
which  are  the  temples  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  sanity  of  sobriety  will  be 
every  man’s  possession.  In  soundness  of  body  and  wholeness  of  mind  men 
shall  walk  with  inner  peace  and  outer  poise  and  self-control.  Self-mastery 
will  be  possible  because  the  self  has  found  its  rightful  Master  in  Jesus. 
Christ,  In  the  broader  reaches  of  group  life  we  shall  know  that  the  ulti¬ 
mate  power  which  rules  the  world  is  not  force  and  might  but  love  and  self- 
sacrifice,  We  shall  realize  that 

God  hath  made  of  one  blood  all  nations  of  men 
for  to  dwell  upon  the  face  of  the  earth. 

'We  shall  be  concerned  and  intent  upon  seeing  that  none  shall  hunger  for 
bread.  None  will  be  left  in  the  darkness  of  ignorance  and  superstition. . 

All  the  forces  of  modern  medicine  shall  be  brought  to  combat  disease,  pain 
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and  illness  for  everyone  everywhere.  Human  beings  will  not  have  to  exist 
in  hovels  and  slums,  but  they  shall  learn  to  work  for  and  live  in  good  homes 
and  surroundings.  The  aged  and  the  infirm  shall  have  love  and  care.  The 
needy  and  helpless  will  find  refuge,  comfort  and  strength.  This  all  means 
that  brotherhood  will  be  not  a  dream  but  an  actuality • 

The  terrible  scourge  of  war  shall  cease  to  blight  generation  after  gene¬ 
ration,  taking  not  only  the  best  of  our  youth  to.be  killed  in  battle  but 
also,  as  it  now  seems  certain,  involving  every  single  person  anywhere  m  the 
whole  world  where  the  machines  and  means  of  death  may  chance  to. unleash 
their  fury  and  destruction  (of  unprecedented  power).  The  new  wine  of  the 
atomic  age  cannot  be  put  into  the  old  wineskins  of  sectionalism  and 
nationalism.  Never  was  a  man  more  correct  than  John  Masefield  North  when 

he  wrote: 

In  Christ  there  is  no  east  nor  west, 

In  Him  no  south  or  north, 

But  one  great  fellowship  of  love 
Throughout  the  whole  wide  earth. 

A  warless  world  will  come  when  Christ  is  King  of  Kings.  Won't  it  be 
wonderful  when  no  man  is  mistreated  because  of  blind  prejudices?  Won't  it 
be  great  when  every  man  will  treat  every  other  man  as  he  would  be  treated, 
■with  consideration,  with  justice,  with  understanding,  with  kindness,  with 
Christian  concern  and  love?  That's  a  hope  worth  working  for,  don't  you 
think. 

In  the  freedom  cf  conscience  and  in  the  glad  atmosphere  of  respect. for 
the  honestv  and  dignity  of  other  persons,  men  shall  worsuip  God  according 
to  the  dictates  of  their  own  faith  and  convictions.  Men  shall  not. despise 
other  men  for  differences  of  creed  or  practice  of  religion;  Only  in  the 
earnest,  frank,  and  honest  search  for  truth,  all  the  truth,  shall  they  join 
together  in  comradeship  and  neighborlinoss.  Keeping  God's  commandments 
they  shall  truly  walk  in  the  paths  of  righteousness  and  peace. 

The  final  and  towering  factor  in  man's  hope  is  that  he  has. a  living 
fellowship  with  a  personal  Saviour.  For  all  Christians  Jesus  is  not  a 
lovely  figure  imprisoned  on  the  pages  of  your  family  Bible,  a  man  with  a 
fascinating  history  and  millions  of  followers.  He  is  the  One  who  takes 
"the  broken  syllables  of  our  human  choices"  and  shapes  them  into  "some 
far  beauty  which  neither  ignorance  or  sin  can  finally,  defeat.".  Enthroned 
in  every  heart  and  enshrined  in  every  action  His  Spirit,  Pis  mil,  shall 
bring  us  to  our  destiny,  saved  by  grace. 

As  we  come  to  the  close  cf  this  series  and  think  of  what  life  can  be 
like,  when  we  consider  what  God  has  dared  to  plan  for  us  now  and  yonder 
when  time  and  history  shall  be  rolled  up  as  a  scroll,  we  realize  vividly 
that  there  will  be  no  new  world  without  reconstructed  individuals.'  .

Yet  I  propose  to  run  that  tattered  flag 
of  hope  to  the  masthead  of  my  life,  and  by  its  banner  I  shall  be  fired, 
to  labor  and  to  live  until  journey's  end. 

St.  Paul  wrote:  "The  things  which  the  eye  can  see  are  of  a  moment 
only  and  are  gone.  It  is  the  things  which  the  eye  cannot  see  that  last 
forever."  (1  Corinthians  4:18)  The  old  saint  and  seer  on  Patinos  could 
look  down  the  corridor  of  the  centuries  and  see  the  City  of  God  within 
whose  blessed  walls  life  would  be  so  radiant  that  even  pure  gold  and 
clear  glass  would  seem  dim  by  comparison. 

"Lye  hathnot  seen,  nor  heard,  neither  have  entered 
the  heart  of  man,  the  things  which  God  hath  prepared 
for  them  that  love  Him."

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Editor's  Note:  For  information  on  the  Roseriberger  family  connections 
of  Barbara  Roseriberger  (R-11121),  my  great  grandmother,  wife  of  John  Hetzel 
Glaize  (G-l5)>  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Francis  Coleman  Rosenberger,  attorney  and 
writer  of  Alexandria,  Virginia.  Mr.  Rosenberger,  editor  of  the  books  "Virginia 
Reader"  and  "Jefferson  Reader,"  has  made  an  extensive  genealogical  study  of  the 
Rosenbergers  both  in  this  country  and  abroad,  and  has  examined  numerous  historical 
records,  particularly  in  Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  and  Germany# 

Erasmus  Rosenberger,  the  immigrant,  a  member  of  the  Protestant  German. 
Reformed  Church,  arrived  at  the  port  of  Philadelphia  on  the  ship  "Ranier"  in 
September  17b9,  and  took  the  required  oath  of  allegiance  to  King  George  II  at 
the  Courthouse  in  Philadelphia  on  September  26,  17^9  •  Erasmus  Roseriberger 
acquired  title  to  land  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  on  which  he  was 
then  living  and  where  he  had  suffered  deprivations  at  the  hands  of  Indians, 
in  176l.  He  later  removed  to  the  Shenandoah  Valley  of  Virginia,  where  he 
purchased  land  in  Berkeley  County,  now  West  Virginia,  in  1776,  and  in 
Shenandoah  County,  Virginia,  in  1790.  Erasmus  Rosenberger  was  twice  married 
and  was  the  father  of  twelve  children,  three  daughters  and  nine  sons. 


Erasmus  Rosenberger  was  baptized  in  the  German  village  of  Niederzell, 
near  the  town  of  Schluchtern,  on  November  21,  1723.  He  was  the  son  of 
Christoff el  Roseriberger  and  his  wife  Anna  Catharina,  and  was  named  for  his 
Godfather  Erasmus  Rufer  of  the  village  of  Hohenzell.  The  record  of  his  baptism 
and  many  other  Roseriberger  records  are  preserved  in  the  church  registers  of 
Schluchtern.  Schluchtern,  a  town  on  the  Kintzig  River  in  the  former  district 
of  Hanau,  is  situated  about  15  miles  southwest  of  the  cathedral  town  of  Fill 
and  about  30  miles  northeast  of  the  town  of  Hanau.  The  nearest  large  German 
city  is  Frankfurt .  In  15U3,  the  abbot  of  the  monastery  of  Schluchtern,  Peter 
Lotichius,  with  all  the  incorporated  parishes,  joined  the  Reformation.  The 
church  registers  of  the  Reformed  parish  of  Schluchtern  are  preserved. from  the 
l570's  on.  Rosenbergers  appear  in  the  church  registers  from  the  beginning  of 
the  records.  A  transcript  of  all  the  Rosenberger  data  in  the  Schluchtern 
records  from  the  l570's  to  the  middle  of  the  18th  century  is  in  the  possession 
of  Mr.  Francis  Coleman  Roseriberger,  who  visited  Schluchtern  in  1 955* 


Erasmus  Rosenberger  was  the  progenitor  of  a  numerous  Virginia  family  which 
sent  many  settlers  to  the  new  lands  to  the  west.  Additional  information  may  be 
found  in  the  genealogical  study  "Some  Notes  on  the  Rosenberger  Family  in 
Pennsylvania  and  Virginia,  1729  -  1?50"  by  Francis  Coleman  Roseriberger,  printed 
for  private  circulation  by  the  William  Byrd  Press,  Richmond,  Virginia,  3^50,  and 
in  the  article  "Erasmus  Rosenberger  of  Shenandoah  County  and  His  German  Origins 
by  Francis  Coleman  Rosenberger,  in  "The  Virginia  Magazine  of  History  and 
Biography,"  January  1955*

Asa  (Ausemus,  Ausmus)  Rosenberger  (spelled  Ash  incorrectly  in

He  and  his  wife  were  members  of  the  Shenandoah  County  Frieden  s 
Church  for  Lutheran  and  German  Reformed,  He  removed  from 
Virginia  to  Indiana  where  he  purchased  land  in  Harrison  County , 
Indiana,  in  1831.  An  interesting  letter  which  he  wrote  from 
Indiana  in  1835  to  his  parents  in  Virginia,  which  gives  an  in¬ 
sight  into  his  character  and  a  glimpse  of  the  life  of  the  time, 
was  published  in  pamphlet  form  in  1951  by  F.  C,  Rosenberger. 

The  name  Ausmus,  which  occurs  in  several  generations  of  the 
Rosenberger  family,  is  a  variation  of  Asmus,  which  was  a 
familiar  German  contraction  of  the  name  Erasmus.  In  more  than 
one  instance  it  was  further  shortened  to  Asa.  He  appears  as 
Ausmus  in  the  Frieden* s  Church  records  and  in  the  1820  Virginia 
census.  He  appears  as  Asa  in  the  1830  Virginia  census,  and  he 
signs  himself  as  Asa  in  his  1835  letter.  In  his  letter  also  he 
addresses  his  parents  and  signs  himself  as  Rosenbarger,  a  spell¬ 
ing  which  appears  to  have  become  well  established  in  Indiana. 

The  record  of  his  children  is  incomplete,  and  no  descen¬ 
dant  of  his  has  been  contacted  in  the  preparation  of  this 
genealogy.  The  1820  Virginia  census  enumerates  a  boy  and  a 
girl  in  the  family.  The  Frieden’ s  Church  records  list  the 
birth  and  baptism  of  two  daughters,  Rebecca  Ann,  in  1822,  and 
Catharine,  in  1824.  The  1830  Virginia  census  enumerates  3 
boys  and  5  girls  living  in  the  family.  (All,  of  course,  were 
not  necessarily  his  children,  and  one  girl  is  listed  as  between 
15  and  20  years  of  age.)  In  his  1835  letter  he  speaks  of  his 
son  Anthony,  and  announces  the  birth  of  a  son  David  on  May  4, 
of  that  year.  The  1840  census  of  Harrison  County,  Indiana, 
enumerates  4  boys  (one  over  20)  and  4  girls  in  the  family.  The 
1850  census  of  Harrison  County,  lists  Philip,  age  17,  and  David, 
age  15  (and  also  living  with  the  family  Mary  Buly,  age  28,  and 
Matilda  Buly,  age  3).  The  1850  census  gives  the  age  of  Asa  as 
54  and  the  age  of  Rachel  as  54.  (Other  heads  of  families  in 
Harrison  County,  Indiana,  enumerated  in  the  1850  census  are 
Adam  Rosenberger,  age  49,  Philip  Rosenberger,  age  32,  and 
Emanuel  Rosenberger,  age  30.)  Additional  information  may  ap¬ 
pear  in  the  diary  of  his  brother-in-law  Levi  Pitman.

For  10  years,  as  a  young  man,  Mr.  Kern  taught  school.  At  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  his  first  term  in  Cedar  Creek  Valley  School,  an  incident 
occurred  that  was  to  have  a  profound  effect  upon  the  future  of  the 
young  school  master  even  though  it  appeared  at  the  time  to  be  of 
minor  but  humorous  significance.  He  walked  to  the  school  house 
each  day,  crossing  North  Mountain  and  passing  the  Whittington  home 
en  route.  The  Whittington  sisters,  busy  picking  apples,  had  deferred 
reentering  school  for  a  few  days  that  year.  However,  as  might  be 
expected,  they  were  curious  about  the  new  teacher*  To  obtain  a 
closer  look  as  he  passed,  they  hid  in  a  small  livestock  shelter 
near  the  road  that  happened  to  have  a  hinged  lid.  Stealthily,  as 
they  heard  his  footsteps  approaching,  they  raised  the  lid  to  peep 
out  —  and,  to  their  acute  embarrassment,  were  caught  in  the  act. 

The  blushing  cheeks  of  one  of  the  culprits  must  have  appealed  to 
the  school  master,  for  shortly  she  became  Mrs.  Kern.  Later  he  be¬ 
came  a  farmer  and  an  operator  of  a  sawmill  and  grain  threshing 
equipment.  Mr.  Kern  was  Superintendent  of  the  St.  Stephens  Sunday 
School  for  20  years  and  has  taught  a  Bible  Class  for  the  last  30

George  L.  Rosenberger,  electrical  engineer,  was  born  at  "Fleetwood, 11 
his  grandfather's  home  in  Culpeper  County,  Va.  He  was  educated  at 
the  Jeffersonton  Academy  and  at  the  Bliss  Electrical  School.  He 
engaged  in  early  electrical  construction  work  in  mar^y  parts  of  the 
United  States,  with  the  Norfolk-Portsmouth  Traction  Co.  in  Virginia, 
the  Southern  Colorado  Power  Co.,  the  Tennessee  Power  Co.,  and  the 
Southern  Railway  Co.  In  1914  he  became  superintendent  of  public 
utilities  for  the  town  of  Manassas,  Va.,  and  for  more  than  30  years 
was  prominently  identified  with  the  electrical  development  of  northern 
Virginia.  In  1920  he  became  superintendent  of  the  Herndon  Light  and 
Supply  Co.,  and  in  1922  as  superintendent  of  its  successor,  the 
Fairfax  Light  and  Power  Co.,  he  built  the  first  electric  transmission 
line  from  Alexandria  to  Leesburg,  bringing  electric  power  to  the 
surrounding  farm  lands.  He  was  associated  with  successor  companies, 
the  Alexandria  Light  and  Power  Co.,  the  Virginia  Public  Service  Co., 
and  the  Virginia  Electric  and  Power  Co.,  until  his  retirement  in 
1946.  After  his  retirement  he  worked  with  the  electrical  inspection 
office  of  Alexandria  until  1953.  He  was  a  member  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers,  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Alexandria,  and  in  1953  he  marked  his  50th  anniversary  as  a  meeber 
of  the  Masonic  order.  He  died  May  16,  1954.

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Francis  Coleman  Rosenberger,  lavryer  and  writer,  ms  born 
March  22,  1915,  at  Manassas,  Virginia.  He  was  educated 
in  the  public  schools  of  Virginia  and  at  the  College  and 
Law  School  of  the  University  of  Virginia.  While  a  student 
in  the  Law  School  he  served  as  a  Service  Fellow  in  English 
at  the  University  and  edited  the  Centennial  Volume  of  the 
student  magazine,  "The  Virginia  Spectator."  He  was  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  Virginia  Bar  in-  1939.  In  1942  he  became  an 
attorney  for  a  United  States  Senate  Committee,  and  has 
worked  at  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
the  years  since  then.  He  has  contributed  to  a  number  of 
magazines  and  his  books  include  "Virginia  Reader:  A 
Treasury  of  Writings  from  the  First  Voyages  to  the  Present" 
(1948)  and  "Jefferson  Reader:  A  Treasury  of  Writings  About 
Thomas  Jefferson"  (1953),  the  latter  a  history  book  club 
selection.  He  is  well  known  as  a  literary  critic  and  has 
been  a  frequent  contributor  to  the  weekly  New  York  Herald 
Tribune  Book  Review  since  1945.  In  1955  he  ms  a  United 
States  Delegate  to  a  meeting  in  Geneva,  and  also  visited 
England,  France,  Germany,  and  Italy.  He  is  an  officer  of 
the  National  Genealogical  Society,  and  has  been  active  in 
a  number  of  historical  societies.  He  is  a  charter  member 
of  the  new  congregation  of  the  -restored  Old  Presbyterian 
Meeting  House  in  Alexandria,  Virginia.

WESTWARD  HOI 


By  Dr,  H,  Emerson  Rosenberger,  New  Market,  Va,,  Nov.  17,  1955 

We  today  have  little  idea  how  strongly  the  West  appealed  to  our  forefathers, 
who  lived  in  the  Central  and  Eastern  states.  The. lure'  of  broad  plains,  rugged 
mountains,  glittering  gold,  the  glistening  Pacific  and  the  strange  peoples  beyond  - 
these  made  vivid  impressions  on  their  minds.  But  more  than  the  appeal  to  a  few 
adventurers,  was  the  hope  for  the  masses  of  finding  cheap  land  or  entering  a 
homestead  where  a  new  beginning  could  be  made  on  the  fertile  soil  of  the  Ohio  and 
Mississippi  Valleys  or  along  the  Pacific  coast.  Yes,  there  were  dangers  connected 
with  such  a  movement:  fierce  animals  and  fiercer  men,  possible  loss  of  crops 
through  storms  and  drought,  yet  these  only  added  zest  to  men  who  were  glad  to  take 
a  risk,  if  only  they  might  find  success  and  happiness  in  ‘the  land  of  beginning 
again.1  Had  not  their  forefathers,  in  crossing  the  sea,  taken  chances  in  a  wild 
and  strange  land,  and  been  rewarded  in  founding  a  new  nation,  of  which  political 
and  religious  liberty  were  the  foundation  stones?  All  they  asked  for  was  an  op¬ 
portunity,  a  fair  chance  with  others  -  intelligence  and  industry  would  do  the  rest. 

These  were  men  of  enterprise. 

Whose  vision  saw  fair  cities  rise. 

Saw  the  farms  that  dot  the  plain 
From  the  mountains  to  the  main. 

Pioneers  of  truth  and  light, 

Pioneers  of  God  and  right. 

As  far  as  the  Rosenberger  family  is  concerned,  if  we  would  trace  the  west- 
v/ard  movement  from  its  beginning,  v/e  must  go  back  to  the  year  of  1749,  when 
Erasmus  Rosenberger  decided  to  leave  the  German  fatherland  and  try  his  fortunes 
in  the  new  world.  Why  he  chose  Pennsylvania  we  can  only  guess,  but  it  is  probable 
that  he  had  heard  of  William  Penn's  colony  as  a  place  where  freedom  of  worship 
could  be  enjoyed  and  where  cheap  land  could  be  had.  He  was  26  years  of  age  when 
he  took  passage  on  the  ship  Ranier  from  Rotterdam  and  landed  at  Philadelphia  in 
September,  1749.  He  settled  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  seven  years 
after  his  arrival  from  Germany,  he  married  Anna  Catherine  Baumgaertner  in  1756. 

We  do  not  know  why,  twenty  years  later  in  1776,  he  chose  to  leave  Pennsylvania 
for  the  newer  lands  then  opening  up  in  Virginia,  but  we  can  guess  that  his  Pen¬ 
nsylvania  farm  had  so  increased  in  value  that,  from  the  proceeds  of  its  sale, 
he  could  buy  the  equivalent  of  several  farms  in  the  fertile  Valley  of  the 
Shenandoah. 

And  a  similar  pattern  of  buying  and  selling  land  was  generally  followed,  as 
the  population  moved  in  successive  waves  from  east  to  west.  If  a  man  could  sell 
his  improved  farm  for  &50  an  acre,  which  he  had  purchased  a  few  years  before  for 
less  than  $5  an  acre,  there  was  a  strong  temptation  to  ‘pull  stakes'  and  move 
west  for  a  new  start,  especially  when  the  west  promised  more  favorable  conditions 
for  agriculture.  'Better  land  for  less  money,1  was  a  challenge  that  appealed  to 
many  men,  even  though  there  were  difficulties  and  even  dangers  in  moving  their 
families  into  a  new  and  untried  territory.  We  acknowledge  that  the  virtues  of 
courage  and  resourcefulness  were  developed  on  the  frontier.  Yet  we  must  also 


'

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concede  that,  in  a  new  land  where  institutions  were  not  yet  established,  there 
was  a  liability  of  cultural  deterioration  of  the  human  material.  The  schools 
and  churches  that  were  established  by  the  pioneers  were  often  of  a  crude  kind, 
and  many  advantages  of  an  older  and  settled  community  were  lacking. 

During  the  1820* s  there  was  another  wave  of  migration  to  westward,  oc¬ 
casioned  by  the  opening  of  what  was  known  as  the  Northwest  Territory,  from  which 
were  formed  the  states  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Wisconsin  and  Michigan.  From 
his  possessions  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  Erasmus  Rosenberger  was  able  to  pro¬ 
vide  farms  for  at  least  six.  of  his  nine  sons.  One  of  these  was  Anthony  Rosen¬ 
berger  (1771-1853)  who,  in  1794,  bought  a  tract  of  164  acres  from  his  father. 

But  Anthony  had  a  large  family  of  nine  children  by  his  first  wife,  Margaret,  and 
there  was  little  prospect  that  he  could  provide  farms  f  or  so  many .  This  may 
have  been  the  reason  why  his  two  oldest  sons,  John  Anthony  and  Henry,  who  had 
married  two  sisters,  Catherine  and  Jane  Shaull,  decided  to  move  to  Ohio  and 
settle  in  the  northern  part  of  that  state.  About  the  year,  1822,  they  left 
Virginia  and  migrated  to  the  virgin  land  south  of  Lake  Erie,  which  is  now  Seneca 
County,  Ohio.  Xt  is  possible  that  the  new  state  of  Ohio  attracted  these  young 
people,  not  only  because  the  soil  was  richer  and  the  land  cheaper  than  they 
could  obtain  in  Virginia,  but  because  the  states  formed  from  the  Northwest  Ter¬ 
ritory  were,  by  the  Constitution,  to  be  free.  John  Anthony  and  Catherine,  whose 
fortunes  I  am  most  interested  in  following,  were  twenty-eight  years  old  at  the 
time  of  their  settling  in  Ohio. 

By  the  year  1850  there  was  another  ‘wave  to  westward,*  a  vertiable  tidal 
wave,  this  time  to  the  new  lands  west  of  the  Mississippi  River,  especially  to  the 
•Iowa  Country*  which  state  had  recently  been  admitted  to  the  Union,  Would  the 
Roseribergers,  who  were  now  prospering  after  thirty  years  of  cultivating  their 
Ohio  farms,  catch  the  contagion  of  the  multitude  who  were  moving  to  the  west  in 
great  numbers?  Not  until  they,  like  the  ancient  Israelites  of  the  old  Testament, 
had  sent  a  party  of  men  ahead  to  spy  out  the  land.  In  1851,  those  families  which 
contemplated  a  change,  sent  a  scouting  party  into  eastern  Iowa,  one  of  whom  was 
a  surveyor,  and  bought  options  on  several  thousands  of  acres  in  Iowa  County ,  near 
the  present  town  of  Ladora.  Sometime  after  the  party  had  returned  with  a  favor¬ 
able  report  in  the  year  of  1853,  twenty— six  families  led  by  John  Anthony  and 
Catherine  Rosenberger,  formed  an  emigrant  train  comprising  over  100  persons,  and 
made  the  journey  of  over  500  miles  to  their  lands  in  the  new  state.  A  few  months 
after  their  arrival,  they  organized  a  church  in  February,  1854,  and  named  it 
•Ohio  Church*  after  the  state  from  which  they  had  emigrated.  The  names  of  John 
Anthony  and  Catherine  headed  the  list  of  members  which  numbered  at  first  only 
fourteen,  and  services  were  held  in  their  home  until  a  church  building  could  be 
erected.  Some  twenty  years  after  their  arrival  in  Iowa,  John  and  Catherine 
passed  to  their  reward  at  the  ripe  age  of  82,  both  dying  the  same  year,  1876. 

But  before  this,  they  saw  their  descendants  fill  the  ‘Ohio  community,'  and  many 
of  them  later  pushed  on  to  found  homes  farther  west.  There  is  a  verse  in 
Psalm  22  which  reads:  ’’Our  fathers  trusted  in  Thee,  they  trusted  in  Thee,  and 
Thou  didst  deliver  them."  Trusting  in  Him  who  is  the .same  'yesterday,  today, 
and  forever,'  our  forebears  founded  free  communities  in  the  West,  and  built 

homes  of  piety  and  morality. 
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It  has  been  asked,  "Should  one  be  proud  of  his  ancestry?"  Uy  answer  would 

be,  "No  -  not  proud  but  appreciative  and  very  thankful  to  God,  for  good  heredity 

is  a  divine  gift."  Pride  usually  carries  with  it  a  distasteful  egotism,  plus  a 
complacency  which  prevents  progress.  Both  egotism  and  complacency  are  bad 
traits,  they  are  a  hindrance  to  one  who  is  affected  by  them  and  are  offensive 
to  others.  Good  heredity,  like  good  soil  to  the  farmer,  is  something  to  ap¬ 
preciate  and  to  cultivate,  otherwise  the  best  soil  yields  nothing  but  an  abundant 
crop  of  weeds  and  thorns.  The  best  farmer  is  he  who  breaks  up  the  hard  ground, 

harrows  down  the  clods,  plants  pure  seed,  and  cultivates  until  harvest  time.  So 

it  is  with  one  who  would  reap  a  harvest  from  his  hereditary  endowment.  He  must 
root  out  the  vices  and  sins  which  afflict  our  human  nature,  plant  the  good  seed 
of  Christian  virtue,  and  everlastingly  cultivate  the  gifts  and  talents  which  God 
has  entrusted  to  him. 

The  old  geographical  frontier  known  to  our  fathers  has  disappeared — there 
are  no  more  virgin  lands  waiting  settlement.  Still  America  is  an  expanding 
economy,  and  where  our  fathers  saw  but  a  single  frontier  there  are  now  many; 
social,  moral,  political,  intellectual,  and  spiritual.  But  it  takes  a  keener 
vision  and  more  faith  to  discover  the  new  horizons,  than  was  required  of  our 
forefathers  to  see  the  new  lands  of  the  West.  Neither  Horace  Greeley,  nor 
Daniel  Boone,  nor  Buffalo  Bill  could  see  one-half  the  vision  which  now  spreads 
before  the  eyes  of  those  who  possess  a  great  faith  in  America* s  future.  Some 
one  has  put  it  thus; 


"There  are  many  who  look  back, 
Cringe,  and  cry,  'Alas  l  Alack’. 
There  are  now  no  more  frontiers, 
Nor  do  we  need  pioneers l 
All  is  done  for  God  and  man. 
Finished  is  the  ancient  plan! 

"Not  so  are  we  taught  of  God 
Who  of  old  told  Abraham: 

’Get  thee  out  and  leave  thy  kin. 
For  a  land  which  I  will  show, 

Land  where  milk  and  honey  flow. 
Build  a  city  with  foundations, 

I  will  make  thee  many  nations.’ 

"Pioneers,  Oh  Pioneers  I 
How  they  hail  us  down  the  years'. 
Yes,  they  see  our  falling  tears. 
Know  our  hopes  and  feel  our  fears. 
Yet  they  beckon  us,  'Go  on’. 

Face  the  future,  face  the  light. 
Face  the  power  of  evil's  might. 
Shun  the  past's  ignoble  deeds. 

Face  the  present  with  its  needs. 
Scorn  the  future's  dark  despair, 
Rise  to  conquer  and  to  dare!'

Let  us  all  be  pioneers l"
